“and spend money in another city, after 
which they come back here to sleep. It 
is a public disgrace that this city can- 
not furnish its populace with stage 
shows.” 


Large’ billboards along Broad, Walnut 
and Chestnut streets, the theatrical dis- 
trict of Philadelphia. displayed adver- 
tisements of Atlantic City's legit. shows, 
together with train schedules. At this 
end a special train was put on to leave 
a half hour after the show. Again ad- 
vertising was spread ir this regard. Now 
that the musicians are back again the 
advertising sti!l ccntinues and the early 
train in from Philadelphia continues to 
bring many to local shows. The railroad 
is also in on the advertising.

It appears, however. that the 
union will be powerless in its attempt 
to forestall] the move, since by issuing 
these notices thru its music-department 
head, Ernst Luz, the Loew outfit man- 
ages to keep within the minimum num- 
ber of musicians required by its con- 
tract with the American Federation of 
Musicians. 

RKO is not cutting down on the few 
organists left in its houses, and there ts 
no intention of doing so even later in 
the season, according to Milton Schwarz- 
wald, the big time’s music head. 

Loew’s vaudefilm organists have been 
used during the last several months to 
fill the breach when sound apparatus 
failed to function properly, also to play 
during breaks and to accompany silent 
trailers. With organists entirely out, as 
they will be if the two-week notices 
are acted upon, It will be necessary to 
work the pit men more intensely or to 
adopt the alternative of using sound 
trailers exclusively.

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Press Agent Union Fails 


To Get Managers’ Support 


Legitimate Producers Rebuff Attempt To Unionize Pub- 
licity Men and Company Managers—Canvass by 
Organized Group Is Ignored 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28—But one reply was received from the 104 New York 
theatrical managers to whom contracts providing for a closed shop for press agents 
and company managers were mailed October 9 by the union-affiliated Association 


of Theatrical Agents and Managers. 


A letter from Theodcre Mitchell, president of 


A. T. A. M., stating that the Federation of Labor was expecting a report on the 


managers’ action by October 19, accom- 
panied the contract. 

Winthrop Ames answered that he had 
retired and was no. longer concerned with 
theatrical matters. 

Mitchell went to Washington on Octo- 
ber 20, to confer with the executive 
council of the A. F. of L. He returned 
to this city Wednesday, when he stated 
that within the next 10 days personal 
calls would be made on all the managers 
by representatives of his association. 

Considering that the situation is not 
likely to be materially changed by the 
personal calls, the sole hope of the 
A. T. A. M. attaining its objective rests 
in the support of the A. F. of L. At 
the recent Toronto convention labor af- 
firmed its approval of the A. T. A. M. 
program. The managers are opposed to 
@ union of press agents and company 
managers. They state that the advance 
agent and the company manager is the 
producer's personal representative when 
a show is on tour, and in the course of 
events has to hire considerable union 
labor. They argue on this scare that a 
union agent or manager could not faith- 
fully act for them under these condi- 
tions. The A. T. A. M. denies this and 
rouches for the loyalty of its members. 

The managers also assert that the 
A. T. A. M. does not have a sufficient 
supply of trained and able press agents 
and company managers because their 
membership is not ocmfined to just these 
two kinds of workers, but includes cir- 
cus press agents, burlesque press agents 
and publicity men from various other 
amusement fields. This point is also 
denied by the A. T. A. M. 

The managers are backed in their op- 
position to A. T. A. M. by the Theatrical 
Press Representatives of America, the 
original press agent association in New 
York. Members of T. P. R. O. A. are 
press agents fcr the leading New York 
managers and are firmly opposed to join- 
ing any union. . 

The conflict between the T. P. R.O. A. 
and A. T. A. M. is keener than ever at 
present because of the provision in the 
new A. T. A. M. contract that the local 
press staffe of the managers must be 
union members, a point which was not 
made last year when A. T. A. M. first 
sought recognition from the managers. 

The A. T. A. M. comtract provides that 
the producer have a separate press agent 
and company manager for each show. 
This move too is opposed by T. P. R. 
O. A., who see no reason why a company 
manager or press agent should not dou- 
ble in either position when a show is on 
tour, and earn the increased remunera- 
tion for working two jobs. 

The managers declare that they are 
willing to give press agents or company 
managers the same contract the A. T. 
A. M. demands, but they do not want to 
recCgnize a union.

Faces Test 


Four-Sided Arbitration To Settle Claims of Julius Tannen 
and Brooks Costume Against Balance of “Americana’”’ 
Bond Held for Tannen 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28-—A four-sided arbitration, involving Julius Tannen; 
Americana, Inc.; Brooks Costume Company and Equity, is scheduled for a hearing 
before a board of the American Arbitration Association this week. 

Both Tannen and Brooks are claiming #4,000 held by Equity, the residue from 
the bond which was posted by Americana, Inc., to insure payment of salaries to 


the cast of the New Americana which 
Roger Wolfe Kahn presented on Broad- 
way in November, 1928. 

Equity retained the $4,000, after paying 
off the cast, for Julius Tannen, who had 
a 10-week guarantee for the play, which 
lasted for only two weeks. Joseph P. 
Bickerton, attorney for Kahn, assigned 
the $4,000 to Brooks in payment for 
the balance due on the costumes. 

Bickerton claims that under the 
Equity contract Tannen was only en- 
titled to two weeks’ salary, which he got, 
and asserts the $4,000 should be turned 
over to Brooks. 

Tannen never received the balance 
under his guarantee. Equity maintains 
that a clause in the surety agreement 
permits it retain the residue on a bond 
to pay off any guarantees to actors. 

As the arbitration now lines up, Tan- 
nen must first prove his 10-week guar- 
antee with Americana, Inc., and the 
fact that he never received more than 
two weeks’ salary under it, and Equity 
must demonstrate its right under the 
surety agreement to turn the money over 
to Tannen, as against Bickerton’s claim 
that the sum should go to Brooks. 

Equity’s right to-retain a balance to 
protect an actor’s guarantee is involved 
in the controversy. It is the first time 
that such a condition has come up in 
the history of the organization and the 
decision will provide a precedent.

Revises Plan 


Each Manager Will Give An- 
nual Benefit Performances 


for Fund 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28—Half the pro- 
ceeds from the proposed benefit per- 
formances to be given once annually by 
all active members of the Theatrical 
Stock Managers’ Association for the still 
embryonic Stock Actors’ Fund will go 
towards defraying the expenses of run- 
ning the New York office of the associa- 
tion, Julian Houtain, general counsel, 
stated this week. 

This plan has now been decided upon 
by the stock managers instead of the 
two previously devised methods. 

Houtain said that the idea of the 
Stock Actors’ Fund would probably prove 
@ good selling point for the community 
stock. Asked if the actors and actresses 
would contribute their services gratis for 
the benefit performances, he replied that 
the matter would be left to the option 
of the players. Houtain indicated that 
he proposed to ocnsult the various stage- 
labor union heads to perhaps effect an 
arrangement where stagehands would 
donate their services for the benefit 
matinees. 

The plan of the Stock Actors’ Fund, 
as first announced last week, would be 
to make loans to players appearing ex- 
clusively in stock who may be in tem- 
porary financial distress. Each indi- 
vidual case would be passed on by the 
five trustees of the board, including two 
actors, two managers and the general 
counsel of the stock association.

Ziegteld Pays 
Off Gershwin 


Sends Composer Check Cov. 
ering Unpaid “Show Girl” 
Royalties 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—Flo Ziegfeld set- 
tled his difficulties with George Gersh- 
win this week by mailing to the Ameri- 
can Arbitration Association a check cov- 
ering back royalties due Gershwin from 
Show Girl. Ziegfeld, who was intensely 
dissatisfied with the score Gershwin 
turned out for Show Girl, had been 
withholding Gershwin's royalties since 
three weeks after the opening of the J 
P. McEvoy revue, which recently closed 

The matter on Gershwin’s demand 
was to have come before an arbitration 
board today, but Ziegfeld’s action has 
made unnecessary such procedure. Along 
with the check for Gershwin's royalties 
Ziegfeld mailed a fee covering the cost 
of the scheduled arbitration. 

Ziegfeld was keenly disappointed in 
the original score Gershwin wrote for 
Show Girl. To satisfy the producer 
Gershwin incorporated into the score 
his newest work, an American in Paris, 
which had then not yet been played in 
the United States. This did not appease 
Ziegfeld completely, for soon after he 
removed some of Gershwin'’s music from 
the show. and added a few tunes writ- 
ten by Vincent Youmans. 

Ziegfeld's displeasure with Show Girl 
extended also to Ira Gershwin, brother 
of George, and Gus Kahn, who wrote 
the lyrics for the show. At the same 
time he ceased paying George Gershwin 
any royalties Ziegfeld discontinued pay- 
ing Ira Gershwin and Kahn

ance and flaunts shortcomings. It is 
a drama of symbols, analogies and 
preachments that is interesting, some- 
times brilliant, but too trying to keenly 
enjoy. 

The Irish Theater, Inc., sponsored by 
a group of wealthy patrons of the artistic 
drama, has not gotten all from the script 
that is very apparently there. For the 
most part the cast is impossible, some- 
times even intolerable. But there is one 
discovery in this work, that of Sherling 
Oliver. Oliver is an arresting young 
actor. His emotional work catches your 
breath. His part could not have been 
better cast. 

It is a tale of the havoc wrought by 
war. O’Casey, who has never seen war, 
has done it up in fantastic style with 
the soldiers manning guns at the front 
after carrying on discussions and conver- 
sations in the chant of a Catholic Mass. 
It is impressive if the idea behind it 1s 
meant to be that in getting close to 
death one gets close to God. It would 
be still more impressive if this were 
always true. 

Harry Heegan, a football] hero, goes 
off to war and returns a hopeless crip- 
ple. The glamour gone from him, his 
sweetheart finds another place for her 
affect‘on when he ceases to be the toast 
of his parish for his exploits on the foot- 
ball field. The bitterness and futility 
of war is clearly cut in sharp dialog 
between Harry and Teddy Foran, who, 
before the war. had been a rough-house 
drinker fond of beating his wife. Teddv 
comes back with legs that will do things. 
but without eves. and Harry has eyes to 
see things to do, but no legs with which 
to do them. 

O’Casey has attacked everything that 
authority uses to impress soldiers. His 
burlesque of staff orders is precious sat- 
ire. These are the brilliant bits of this 
drama. But there are times when his 
ignorance of the war of wars is as irri- 
tating as the ignorance of the race 
which, too, is well cut. 

Set down the name of Oliver, a slight 
nod to Margaret Barnstead, and for in- 
dividual performances forget the rest of 
the cast. 

The sets, for the most part, are cheap, 
but somehow adequate for the occasion. 
Things can be done better down in the 
Greenwich Village Theater than this one. 
It is a brave and commendable start: 
Perhaps it is a good omen.

Austin Parker, of short story fame, 
offers in Week End his first attempt at 
playwrighting. As such it is a com- 
mendable effort. It is an intelligently 
written, well-acted play that unfor- 
tunately will find few sympathizers. It 
cannot be successful. 


In it Parker has made the grave mis- 
take of presenting believable people as 
they might actually live. This method 
of writing in the drama is generally 
rudely accepted by patrons who seek 
pretense. It is a start, if a prediction 
may be ventured, that indicates Parker 
as a dramatic writer to be reckoned with. 


Hugh O'Connell, for two seasons now 
a drunken newspaperman, emerges in 
this opus as an inebriated scion of a 
wealthy American family. His presen- 
tation of a part that requires studied 
patience is a work that provokes admira- 
tion, for O'Connell is an actor who 
arouses sympathy in the most unsym- 
pathic roles. 


The tale concerns a week-end house- 
perty in a home suburban to Paris, with 
the characters drinking to avoid each 
other and boredom. Marga Chapman 
happens to have been a former sweet- 


heart of Skip Penney. Accentuated by 
alcoholic stimulation the affection is re- 
vived and Skip skips out with Marga 
for the evening. They do not return 
until early morning and Chris Chapman, 
who is either always drunk or nursing 
a fresh hangover, advises Marga to ap- 
peal to Brett Laney for guidance if she 
is ever confronted by trouble. Laney 
overhears the conversation and thru his 
manipulation Chris is saved from learn- 
ing about the episode from a chauffeur 
with designs of blackmail paramount in 
his mind. Chris wanders out during 
the last act impersonating a man about 
to lose his mind. All the work that 
Laney has done to protect Chris could 
not prevent Clara Penney from finding 
it out. She announces her intention 
of leaving at once for Paris. Information 
of Chris’ suicide in Paris is brought in 
and Laney informs Marga that he will 
take her to Paris at once. Of course, 
they have always loved each other and 
that is that. The whole thing seems 
to implythat a philanderer loses every- 
thing in the end, for Skip is left with- 
out money, wife or his ambition to “get 
back to flying”. 

The performances of Miss Osborne and 
Warren William are equally well done. 
But O’Connell’s work is brilliant.

The Booster is so bad a play it is 
actually funny. Announced as an 
adaptation from the Viennese, it is more 
like something transplanted from an 
East Side theater where prices are scaled 
at 50 cents top. That is about all this 
exhibit is worth. 


The Yiddish characters with which 
this opus deals exclusively are ridicu- 
lously burlesqued. The plot centers 
around the idiotic schemes evolved by 
Jacob Stieglitz to get patients for his 
son, David, who has just become a doc- 
tor. To this there is a counterplot re- 
volving around the love of David Stieg- 
litz for Zorah Koppler. Zorah's step- 
mother is opposed to the match. After 
a series of scenes, during which there 
are frequent squabbles between their 
parents, the young couple elope and 
David takes a job as a bacteriologist, 
leaving his father in the lurch with all 
his grandiose dreams of launching his 
career. 

Sam Wright, a former burlesque co- 
median, plays the part of Stieglitz in 
burlesque style even to the makeup. 
Lester Bernard, too, contributes a bur- 
lesque performance. Further description 
of this opus includes the hackneyed love 
scenes between David and Zorah, and 
the cheap jazz flirtation between a musi- 
cal comedy maid and the dance-hall 
sheik nephew of Koppler.

Indies Scrapping 
Like Hounds Over 
Meager Pickings 


NEW YORE, Oct. 26—It has come to such pass in indie vaudeville that the 


few bookers with their heads abcve water 
in tooth-and-nail fashion. 


are fighting it out for the small pickings 


Some of the office managers are burning up the wires 


with dirt campaigns against the opposition; others are closely watching every 
show booked into houses lost to them, and following up with frantic appeals to 


the few remaining vaudefilm operators 


that they can deliver the same and better 
material at far less money. 

The dying barks of the few indies are 
fraught with agony and vituperativeness. 
Acts p’aying for the opposition, i. e., of- 
fices that have taken houses away frcm 
the squawkers, are threatened with every 
torture of hell, if they continue in their 
“evil ways”. One indie office has gone so 
far as to find out what agents are calling 
On an antagonistic outfit, then getting 
these agents on the phone, and telling 
them they had better lay off or they will 
no longer be welcome on the speaker’s 
miniature floor. 

An instance—and a striking one—of 
the animcsity between indies is afforded 
by a squawk filed with The Billboard by 
Lawrence Leon, booking boss of the L. & 
M. Theater Enterprises. It appears that 
Leon took away the Strand, Pcrtland, 
from Al Dow, and began buying acts for 
the house last week. 

Since the word came out that Leon 
added the house to his books, he alleges, 
Dow has been using every conceivable 
means, not only to discredit him, but 
also to hinder him from buying acts for 
the house. 

Leon complains that Dow has been in- 
timidating acts and agents found to be 
concerned with bookings for Portland; 
also that he has been telling acts not to 
play the date when proferred it by Leon, 
because he (Dow) will be booking the 
hceuse a short time later, and will give 
them better breaks when that time 
comes. 

Judging from pre-season estimates, the 
Dow office has suffered the biggest drop 
in the indie business. It issued a list 
of about 10 weeks of time in the East 
and New England apparently on good 
faith, but the buying in of big chains 
and the introduction of al!-sound policies 
have left them with a bare semblence of 
their former strength. 


Allen Sells Skit 
To Geo. Fontaine 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—Lester Allen has 
disposed of his latest skit, Baby of Mine, 
to George Fontaine, who contemplates 
opening it for vaudeville soon. Allen is 
rehearsing with Top Speed, the Bolton, 
Kalmar & Ruby show, originally titled 
Summer Time.

NVA Drive 
Four Weeks 


NEW YORK, Oct.?28—The member- 
ship drive of the NVA, which started 
with much publicity whoopee September 
23, was to have come to a close Novem- 
ber 30, but in a statement purported to 
be issued by Eddie Cantor and Henry 
Chesterfield the drive has been extended 
an additional four weeks. 

Usually when membership drives are 
extended the alibi is offered of poor 
returns, but not so with the NVA. In 
the Cantor-Chesterfield statement is in- 
eluded the explanation that “the re- 
sponses have been so splendid that it 
was deemed advisable to continue the 
campaign another month so that mem- 
bers of the profession playing in the 
remote corners of the United States 
could be reached.” 

The statement adds that more than 
2,600 members have been enrolled since 
the drive began and almost 1,000 addi- 
tional applications are now up for ap- 
proval before the officers of the NVA.

That there are not enough genuine 
headliners to go around should be a 
good laugh for performers who have been 
layirg off far more than they have worked 
the last several seasons. But the state- 
ment is essentially true, and comes from 
one of the leading vaudeville executives 
in the werlid. 

RKO particularly has felt the dearth 
of honest-to-goodness topline material. 
There have been aspirants aplenty for top- 
line berths, and most of these have been 
asking ridiculous salaries, but they are 
not of the caliber bookers feel are worth 
the asking price, nor are they capable of 
upholding the gcod will of vaudeville 
thru consecutive bookings. 

The talkies, productions and lucrative 
radio propositions have lured what Jake 
Lubin calls “productive headliners” 
away from vaudeville to such an extent 
that RKO has been forced to cut down 
on its booking requirsments fcr this type 
of attraction. But high officials of the 
big time regard the headliner scarcity as 
temporary, and look to a reopening of 
the talent flood gates around the holi- 
days. At that time, it is believed, there 
will be corresponding changes in pclicy 
to accommodate the replenished talent 
shelves. 

Among the significant policy changes 
effected this season on the RKO Cir- 
cuit, almost all of them attributed di- 
rectly to the headliner scarcity, are the 
Hillstreet, Los Ang2ies, and Golden Gate, 
San Francisco, from combination policies 
to presentations; new B. F. Keith’s, Bos- 
ton, from straight vaude. last season to 
straight films two months ago; Green- 
point, Brooklyn; Richmond Hill, and 
Orpheum (Brooklyn), into all-sound 
from combination policies. 

Mere recent policy changes brought 
abcut as a means of readjustment to new 
conditiois are the Palace-Orpheum, Mil- 
wavkee, from combination idea to an all- 
sounder today; Regent, from combina- 
tion to straight films today; Orpheum, 
Denver, from two-a-day to ccntinuous 
policy October 17; RKO-Orpheum, San 
Francisco, from straight vaude. to all- 
sound October 25, and the Orpheum, 
Memphis, from the New York to the 
Chicago, book with cheaper shows as the 
result. 

RKO feels that with business condi- 
tions and the talent situaticn as they 
are, the most favorable policy to bridge 
the period of uncertainty would be five 
good acts and pictures. With good will 
built up along these lines, it will be com- 
paratively easy to try straight vaudeville 
later in the season. 

There are only four straight vaudeville 
houses left in the country: Palace, New 
York; Palace, Chicago; Riverside, New 
York, and Orpheum, Los Angeles. 

Of these, the Riverside is on trial, and 
may be dropped from this category any 
week, altho everything possible is being 
done to make it hold up as a straight 
vaude. stand. The Orpheum, Los An- 
geles, is also reported on the skids, and 
unless there is a material improvement 
in business, this hncuse might also be 
lost to the distinctive class, leaving— 
should the worst occur—but two straight 
vauders in the country, the Palace, in 
New York and Chicago. 


Chicago Pan. Office 
Booking K. C.-Minneapolis

Reviewed at the Palace. Style-—Comedy 
skit with singing and music. Setting—In 
one and full stage (special). Time— 
Twenty-three minutes. 


Prefaced by a five-minute trailer of 
excerpts from The Rookie, George K 
Arthur steps from the screen onto the 
stage in a comedy skit, Port Arms, by 
Al Boasberg, and registers nicely. Assist- 
ing him are the Three Aristocrats (Eddie 
Lewis, Tom Miller and Lou Monte) in 
instrumental and harmonized numbers, 
together with James Taber, who assumes 
the role of a hard-boiled drill sergeant. 
Scenic background represents a C. M. T. 
C. parade ground. Wardrobe of the 
five-men cast is loose-fitting army 
clothes. 

Offering is divided into three episodes, 
the first two of which are sequenced. 
Following the brief laugh-packed film 
trailer showing the boys en route to 
camp, the curtain rises upon a full-stage 
scene of the awkward squad of rookies 
being put thru their traces by a bellow- 
ing sergeant. Arthur, with the aid of 
constantly slipping garments, hoked drill 
maneuvers and mugging, pulled a good- 
ly share of leughs. Following a session 
of comedy antics, the Three Aristocrats 
harmonize on two numbers, At the End 
of the Road and Sing‘ng in the Rain, 
accompanying themselves on guitars, 
and were accorded heavy applause. Clad 
in evening clothes, Arthur frankly ad- 
mits his flier in vaudeville is purely for 
financial reasons. With the Three 
Aristocrats as harmonizing background, 
he sings Love Ain't Nothing But the 
Rlues, the theme song from his latest 
picture. Like many picture players, he 
has poor material, but should be popu- 
lar in the family-time houses. C. G. B.

In THE NEW GENERATION 
With Dora Kashinska, Helen Clair, Don 
Costello and Leah Broday 
Staged by Mr. Liebert

One-actors on the type of The New 
Generation were popular among the 
variety fans of old and they are still big 
favorites if the reception here of the 
playlet headed by Sam Liebert can be 
held up as a criterion. Liebert several 
seasons aro was at the helm of an Aaron 
Hoffman vehicle, The End of the World. 
His present sketch holds interest nicely 
and is imbued with plenty of appeal. It 
is very dramatic, tho frequently tinged 
with pleasing comedy. Much of the ef- 
fectiveness is lost thru the lengthy run- 
ning time of 38 minutes. Cutting it 
down about 10 minutes would help a lot. 
In Liebert’s support are Dora Kashinska, 
Helen Clair, Don Costello, Leah Broday 
and an unbilled butler. 

Story takes place at the home of an 
orthodox Jewish couple, who are anx- 
fously awaiting their daughter’s arrival 
from college. The girl’s childhood 
Sweetheart is also waiting to grect her. 
They are sorely hurt, tho, when she 
comes home, for she puts on the high 
hat and ritzes them galore. The usual 
happy ending shows up when the song- 
writing boy friend, thru a ruse, says that 
the old man has lost all his money. The 
daughter weakens and lavishes her love 
upon the broken-hearted parents. She 
even gives her love to the songwriter. 
Liebert plays the father role to perfec- 
tion and rivaling him for acting honors 
is the splendid work of the woman play- 
ing the mother, probably Dora Kashins- 
ka. Songwriter boy friend parts are also 
well played. Girl warbler is spotted for 
a neatly delivered operatic solo. Loud 
and prolonged applause.

Bacon and Vercelle Sisters

Recently Harry Krivit had a girl unit 
out which he called his All-Girl Revue, 
and Femme Follies seems to be the out- 
come of a gradual revision of that affair. 
A good job was done, as there is plenty 
in the way of entertainment, consider- 
ing neat music, dancing and singiag, 
nice cast of talented and swell-looking 
girls, careful routining, attractive set 
and gorgeous and plentiful wardrobe and 
a boiling down of the running time to 
39 minutes. Still the latest all-girl af- 
fair lacks comedy, getting it only in one 
number, but it will get by satisfactorily 
on class bills in the place of two acts 

Back-ground musical accompaniment 
is provided by an 11l-piece band: a good 
one, too. Miriam Hoffman capably han- 
dies the leader and m. c. assignments, 
altho she could take a tip in announc- 
ing the numbers. She starts introduc- 
tions with the name, which is drowned 
out in applause for preceding numbers. 
Miss Hoffman does a warbling solo also, 
which she puts over with a good pipes 
and personality display. Easily the best 
number of the offering is the Lucille 
Sisters doing an impression of the Dun- 
can Sisters as Topsy and Eva. They get 
comedy into it as well as splendid har- 
mony singing. The crying harmony of 
the girl doing Topsy is a peach. Girls 
are also spotted in average warbling of 
a pop. number. 

The Six English Tivoli Girls are a 
corking troupe, doing two punchy num- 
bers with excellent precision. The 
mumbers are a chair dance and a 
“Johnny” bit. Virginia Bacon goes over 
big in two dances, one a classical toe 
session and the other toe strutting. The 
latter is the stronger. Vercelle Sisters, 
with plenty of femme appeal, do several 
graceful dances, scoring with high kicks 
and bits of acrobatic. Closed a four- 
act bill here and received lots of ap- 
plause.

“Elbrown” is the billing for a colored 
songstress who is endowed with very 
good pipes. a trim appearance and pleas- 
ing personality. It is hard to make head 
or tail out of the billing, but maybe it 
is a contraction of Eliza or Elizabeth 
Brown. She sports a tuxedo and silk 
topper thruout her warbling, taking off 
her hat and displaying long hair after 
finishing the third number of her four- 
song repertoire. Has plenty of them 
guessing as to her sex. An unbilled boy 
pianist accompanies her thruout and 
fills a wait with a well-played solo. 

The songs are all of the ballad type 
and suitable to her high-grade pipes. 
Numbers, each of which met with heavy 
applause, are My Carolina Home, At the 
End of the Road, The Hours I Snent 
With You and Spell of the Blues. She 
goes off after the first two numbers, and 
the wait is capably filled by the pianist, 
who does mean ivory tickling of a group 
of pop. songs Her best bet is the 
warbling of The Hours I Spent With 
You, The singing of Spell of the Blues 
is o. k. from vocal standpoint, but lacks 
the dramatization needed. Deuced it 
here on a five-act show and rang up a 
loud reception.

Wearing a replica of the ragged-colored 
workingman's clothes, which he wore in 
the King Vidor MGM special, Hallelujah, 
Dan L. Haynes achieved an impressive re- 
ception in the deuce spot here. His solo 
numbers include a pleasing repertory of 
bass-baritone selections. He is supported 
at the piano by a clever chocolate belle 
facetiously monickered “Hot-cha”, and a 
diminutive strut-stepping colored boy, 
“Blue Boy”. Considering that up to 
three months ago Haynes was practically 
unknown, the unprecedented popularity 
of this colored performer is the more re- 
markable. Thru his able work he helps 
raise the dignity of his race a notch 
higher in the realm of artistry. 

The opening number, / Gotta Keep 
Going Along, with the laboring man's 
theme, was unfortunately marred by the 
loud pit accompaniment, but got over to 
The girl pianist 
plays and warbles a light-veined ditty, 
Doing the Bumpety Bump, interpolating 
with a dance duo with Blue Boy in the 
strut style. Follows an excellent version 
of Mother Mississippi by Haynes, which 
was acclaimed vociferously. Blue Boy 
warbles a high-piped Wonderful You, 
with buck-and-wing steps sandwiched.

Another ohe of those excellent dance 
flashes héaded by a very clever team 
with an unusual novelty musica] aggre- 
gation as background support, Mr. and 
Mrs. Ray Lyte, with Maximo’s Eight 
Royal Koreans, managed to keep an im- 
patient audience in their seats at the 
end of an unusually long show. The 
offering is staged elaborately and pic- 
turesquely, and the talent display, both 
terpsichorean and instrumental, is way 
above the average caliber.

Carl Shaw introduces a mean brand 
of pedalistics with a number of intricate 
snd original dance variations. Unprec- 
edented thunderous applause was ac- 
corded the verve and abandon of his 
work. and threatened to stop all pro- 
ceedings each time he appeared, all of 
which was merited threefold. Litka 
Kademova, an attractive girl dancer, 
renders valuable assistance in acrobatic 
and contortion specialties, and likewise 
in dual routines with Antonio Fiora, an- 
other talented member of the cast. The 
Mindell twins unfortunately are so-so 
by comparison in dance support, but at- 
tractive and shapely nevertheless. Elab- 
orate scenery and Nghting effects are 
carried with plentiful wardrobe. 

Shaw's outstanding performance 1s 
confined to three whirlwind sessions of 
remarkable legmania artistry. His forte 
is eccentric hoofing, off-beat buck and 
wing, and a species of hock steps with 
unusual wings. Flora assists in solo 
numbers ar guitar accompaniment, and 
gives an original Spanish tango with 
Miss Kademova by injecting American 
tapping to the rhythm.

There is ex- 
treme novelty to this outfit, in routine, 
talent, costuming and atmosphere, and a 
refreshing sort of reminder that our 
debt to the Indian is great and that our 
response to their efforts should be cor- 
respondingly generous. According to an 
announcement by Chief Shunatona, di- 
rector of the aborigine aggregation, 
spoken in perfect English and Indian 
sign language, the men in the band 
represent the finest universtty-educated 
types of the fast waning race of Red- 
men. Peculiarly appropriate is it that 
this outfit should select a truly Ameri- 
can origination, symphonic jazz, as their 
musical medium of entertainment. A 
woodland setting with an_ electrical 
waterfall effect serves as the scenic back- 
ground, while each of the 18 members 
are dressed in their tribal regalia with 
insignia denoting their rank. 

American jazz is the underlying note 
thruout the fine routine, with an oc 
casional tone of Indian Jament which is 
none the less effective atmosphere 
Included in their repertory of numbers 
are Lovible and Sweet, The Pagan Lore 
Song, The Indien Love Call and medleys 
of pop. selections. Vocalizing is capabls 
handled by Chief Shunatona and the 
cellist of the outfit. Chief Shunatons 
is one of the most agile of musica? 
directors we have seen. He is truly a 
dancing maestro, whose baton consists of 
an eagle's feather. Credit should be 
given the outfit for beautiful instru 
mentation and excellent orchestration 
with a keen sense of musical values 
One number, On the Trail to Long Ago 
deserves particulaf mention. It has @ 
pathetic but beautiful theme of the 
redman's gradual extinction by the 
white race and civilization. The exploi- 


-tation value of this orchestral troupe is 


great, and RKO should well be able to

Miss Bara is rumored to 
be seeking Voice experience for another 
fling at the more exacting audible 
screen. Ex-flickie Vamp still retains her 
stunning, statuesque figure, and, judging 
by the ovation, her man-wrecking dep- 
redations of a decade ago are well re- 
membered by fans. . 

She is not so successful in this ve- 
hicle and while she is no doubt gaining 
voice experience her present attraction 
will no doubt be a keen disappointment 
to the many who will flock to see her. 
A weak, inarticulate and pompous con- 
traption of dire revenge, the sketch fails 
to hold interest other than for the w.

The Palace has the biggest House of 
the year, but it’s Billy, not the audi- 
ence.

Big-time bookers are squawking about scarcity of real head-line material. 
They prove their case by this show, which is the dullest all-round affair we have 
caught here in more than a season. There’s not a real belly laugh in the whole 
layout. Need one say more? Business way off, which makes the third consecu- 
tive week that things have gone this way, and also the third week of the local 
pigskin booting-season. This also explains lots. 

FRED KEATING, magician, with the distinction of being one of the few in 
his trade who won pronounced favor on Broadway, is ensconced here as chairman 
of festivities. In his own way he makes a Nice job of it, but magic tricks pre- 
— every act can’t save a show that cries for laughs and gets indulgent smiles 
nstead. 

THE UESSEMS, in their familiar routine Of upside-down juggling and other 
odd displays 9f man balancing, gave the show a pleasing but by no means sensa- 
tional start. ‘Three normal-sized males and a half-pint make up the troupe. Their 
airplane-perch finish is pleasing to the eye, but nothing to write a thesis about 
in an acrobatic trade symposium. 

ETHEL AND DOROTHEA PONCE did a clean-cut floppo in the deuce spot. 
This is unusual, indeed, for the Palace, where week after week in the past there 
have been showstops, not only by warblers, but by hoofers of which there seem 
no better extant.

EDDIE PARDO got the first real break in laughs in his rather incongruous 
skit with two girls, one of whom, we believe, is the Thelma, of the White Sisters 
combo. This boy has a thoroly refreshing style of warbling and line delivery, 
and, in isolated places, pretty good material. Miss White is a cute little hoofer, and 
can, fake a song okay. The other girl does a comedy character, something along 
scarecrow lines. Lots of unquestionable dirt here that will have to be shoveled 
out befcre act stands a chance. 

LEATRICE JOY is a victim of the same situation in which Irene Rich found 
herself here several weeks ago. The talent shortage forces the personable screen 
satellite to return here in her identical] routine in less than eight months. She 
came thru nicely, tho, and in spots seemed even More appealing than at our first 
look, which then resulted in a rave. Mildred Brown is stili her piano accom- 
panist. She’s a corker. 

THE FOUR DIAMONDS Save the first half from utter disgrace. The three 
Diamond boys—Hughie, Tom and Harold—have a routine of stepping, warbling 
and clowning that is about three-quarters new. It’s even better than the old 
For those who know the Diamcnds, this is praise enough. Phoebe works with 
them no longer, but in her place is a somewhat more agile miss, on whom has 
been bestowed the former’s monicker. The sailor number, put over by Tom and 
Harold, is a worthy successor to their pioneer collegiate affair. The Diamonds 
stopped the show cold, which makes one think that it was about time some act did. 

JOE FEJER’S SOCIETY GAMBOLS opeMed the second half and unveiled a 
breath-taking array of specialty talent and what usually comes with it in a big- 
band flash.

His brother did many of the 
Western scene films featuring Utah's 
wonderlands, and as a private commercial 
cnterprise both met with unusual suc- 
cess 


They were working at their bench 
wirding up a roll of motion picture film 
when a spark of electricity generated by 
the rapidly whirling spool ignited the 
roll. This set fire to other rolls on the 
work bench. An explosion followed and 
they tried to force the door, which opened 
inwserd. The atmospheric pressure 
making this impossible, Chester scught 
safety in a closet, while Shirley broke 
the window glass. Thinking his brother 
back of him, he broke thru and was 
rescued by firemen. The third ex- 
picsion shook the big building and thou- 
sands assembled in the main streets. 
The entire building was vacated of work- 
ers for the day while the gas fumes 
cleared. The loss ‘s estimated at $10,000 
in record film and $5,000 in miscel- 
laneous equipment. They had just 
finished a picture called The World At 
Your Door. Neither had insurance.

Coming of Labor Officials 
From Chicago Revives 


Equity Talk 


HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 26.—With the re- 
ported departure from Chicago this week 
of several union Officials for Los Angeles, 
rumors became rife that all is not over 
with the fight to bring about Equity 
Shop conditions in the motion picture 
studios of Hollywood. 

While the reported intent of the labor 
leaders is to bring about the immediate 
adoption of a five-day week and a 
minimum wage of $10 a day in the. 
building trades, the possibility of the 
complete unionization of the film in- 
dustry looms. 

The studio artisans, of practically all 
branches engaged in the production of 
motion pictures, are organized, but it is 
thought the campaign to be instituted 
will be concentrated on the Actors’ 
Equity Association, which recently lost 
its fight for recognition in the studios. 

Local labor heads and thcse in charge 
of the Equity office here denied all 
knowledge of any such movement being 
under way. It is said, by those familiar 
with the organized labor movement, 
altho not voicing the opinion of labor, 
that in view of the recent A. F. of L. con- 
vention, which was attended by officials 
of the various amusement trades unions, 
there might be something “in the air.” 

While it cannot be learned from this 
end, it is believed the recent convention 
resulted in a closer relationship being 
established between Equity and other 
crafts in the film industry, or allied 
with it; also that some constructive work 
was done which would unite organized 
labor in general and the actors’ body 
to the extent of supporting each other. 

Organized labor’s support was sadly 
missing in the recent controversy, which 
was looked upon as the rea! reason for 
Equity’'s failure to secure desired results. 
It is said the by-laws of Equity were of 
such a nature that it could not aid other 
unions in time of stress, and for that 
reason organized labor as a whole did 
not favor aiding the actor body in its 
fight. Altho it is not known, there is a 
possibility that union labor has worked 
out a plan and will use Equity in a 
general effort to bring about the recogni- 
tion of the trade labor movement in 
Southern California.

The 
theater is not an educational institution, 
and the patrons of the theater resent it 
being considered such. They put their 
money up to be entertained or amused.”

“Jazz Heaven” Negative Lost—“Hell’s Angels” Reports 


$60,000 Loss—Damage 


Not as Heavy as First 


Announced 


HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 25.—Fire, caused by sparks from a polishing machine, com- 
pletely destroyed the Consolidated Film Industries laboratory here last night and 
created a damage that has been estimated at Over $3,000,000. The fire also cost 
the life of Albert Lund, a laboratory mechanic, whose heroic work in rescuing 
exposed negative resulted in burns that, coupled with asphyxiation, caused his 


death while’ being rushed to the hos- 
pital. 

Altho the createst loss of negative 
represented the werk of the past two 
days, that was being edited, it was 
ascertained after the fire that the com- 
plete negative of Radio’s Jazz Heaven, 
starring Sally O’Neil and John Mack 
Brown, was destroyed, along with the 
two-day rush shots on Hit the Deck, 
Dance Hall and Seven Keys to Baldpate; 
the complete negative of Rudy Vall'ee’s 
The Vagabond Lover and the complete 
silent negative of Night Parade, featuring 
Hugh Trevor. The amount cf losses suf- 
fered by RKO was estimated at $500,000, 
with the prospect of the amount running 
as high as $1,500,000 should the nega- 
tives in the vaults prove to be damaged 
beyond salvage. 

The Caddo Productions reported a loss 
of over $60,000 in the burning of two 
days’ work on Hell’s Angels. This pro- 
duction has been at work for over two 
years and it was at first reported that 
it had been totally destroyed by fire. 

Norma Talmadge’s latest feature for 
United Artists, New York Nights, was 
the negative reported to have been saved 
by Albert Lund, who was killed. 

Other workers in the laboratory who 
were burned cr injured were Mrs. Irene 
Beardslee, burns about the face and 
hands; Mrs. Ada Wilson, burns; Annette 
Anderson, burns; Mrs. Ada Bucher, 
burns; John Ferris, cuts about the head 
aud body; Capt. T. W. Marvin, cuts, and 
Aivert Walker, burns. None of the in- 
jured were reported in actual danger 
and are remaining in the hospital for 
observation for poisoning that may re- 
sult from gas. 

For more than an hour the efforts of 
the firemen were directed towards saving 
the adjoining properties of Paramount 
and RKO. Fire broke out on the sound 
stages of Paramount from flying embers, 
but was quickly extinguished by the 
firemen. 

The first explosion was quickly fol- 
lowed by a second that caused the shat- 
tering of glass windows in. the block 
surrounding the studio. Lund gave the 
alarm, and his quick acticn in closing 
the vaults, where mcre than $60,000,000 
worth of negative was stored, prevented 
the createst loss that has ever been 
known in the film industry. 

The entire amount of the loss was 
covered by insurance. The building oce- 
cupied by the laboratory was valued at 
$400,000 and was fully insured by the 
Consolidated Film Industries. The nega- 
tive that was destroyed was all protected 
by insurance he'd by the producers. 

No holdup in the production of pic- 
tures was contemplated as a result of 
the fire, as other laboratories of the Con- 
solidated in Hollywood will be able to 
handle the work by putting on extra 
shifts. 

On the opening of the first vault last 
night it was found that the film was 
in perfect condition. 

The following wire from William Le 
Baron, vice-president and production 
chief of ‘Radio pictures, to Lee Marcus, 
executive vice-president in New York, 
will be of interest to exhibitors who 
have contracted for Radio productions. 

“Knowing your worry about Con- 
solidated fire, want to assure you that, 
while it has put us to considerable extra 
cost, our production schedule will be 
maintained. You will have all pictures 
for release as originally planned. Hit 
the Deck, Case of Sergeant Grischa, 
Vagadond Lover, Love Comes Along, 
Seven Keys to Baldpate and Radio 
Revels will not be held up. Please as- 
sure exhibitors and public of this-— 
WILLIAM LE BARON.”

NEW YORK, Oct. 28—So that ex- 
hibitors may perfect their houses for 
talkies, M-G-M has established a service 
whereby the exhibitor can secure free 
service and advice from the sound and 
acoustical experts that M-G-M are sta- 
tioning in their various exchanges and 
districts. 

The object of placing these men thru- 
out the country is to keep exhibitors 
who are playing Metro product in a 
pleasant mood and use the idea as a 
sales promotion stunt that will bring 
many new contracts to the M-G-M ex- 
changes. It is no secret that small ex- 
hibitors over the country are squawking 
their heads off because they are sewed 
up with sound contracts that call for ex- 
orbitant prices and have nothing to run 
their show on but wildcat equipment 
that seldom functions properly. 


All distributors have been faced with 
the necessity of either giving drastic 
reductions in film rentals or aiding the 
exhibitor to overcome his sound prob- 
lems, hence the induction of M-G-M's 
sound experts. 

Training schools for technicians have 
been established at the Culver City 
studios with a course lasting from six 
to eight months. The students are re- 
crulted from the various M-G-M 
branches and studios and are under the 
direction of L. F. Edelman, in charge of 
the school; Felix Feist, Jr.. and Douglas 
Shearer. 

J. 8. McCloed, head of the mainte- 
nance of exchanges, will have charge of 
the men in the field and any theater 
using M-G-M service will be eligible for 
this survey at no cost to the theater. 


RCA’s Type G 
Ready in Dee. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28. — RCA Photo- 
phone promises that their new low. 
priced sound system, known as Type G, 
will positively be ready for delivery in 
December.

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C. W. Spain Explains 
“Dubbing” in Talkies 


HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 26.—At a general meeting of members of the Academy of 
Motion Picture Arts and Sclences, Thursday night, C. W. Spain, sound engineer 
for Electrical Research Products, Inc., stated: “The ‘dubbing’ and rerecording 
process is not a uNiversal panacea and cure-all for the talking-picture difficulties. 

“But it is the one fundamentally vital factor in the success of the present 


talking picture,” he continued. “It is 
opening up new fields for the screen 
writer and director.” 

Spain was the chief speaker at the 
meeting, which was devoted entirely ta 
a consideration of the “dubbing” process. 

The increasingly critical public is far 
past the stage of acceptance of talking 
pictures as a novelty, Spain told the 
gathering of technicians, writers, di- 
rectors amd actors. Recent improve- 
ments, however, are developing the talk- 
ing picture to as near perfection as is 
commercially possible and necessary, he 
asserted. 

Discussing the “dubbing” process, 
Spain brought out the following points: 

That the process itself resolves into 
the sound counterpart of the trick 
photography and “duping” of the 
camera. 

That the name “dubbing” is derived 
from an old expression of the phono- 
graph business, “doubling”, a method by 
which a master record was played, and 
by means of pipes to other machines, 
duplicates of the masters were made. 


That it is possible by this process to 
take as many as 20 separate sound re- 
cordings and combine them on one re- 
cording. 


That it is possible to record the entire 
score and songs of a show first, known 
as “prescoring”, and then shoot the film 
scenes later, allowing the director much 
more latitude and saving tremendous 
sums in crchestra expense, as the same 
records can be used over and over again. 


That it is possible to record a dialog 
scene and at the same time mix in any 
of from one to more than 20 other 
separate musical and sound recordings 
at the same time. 

More than a reel of examples of the 
effects possible of attainment by the 
process was shown to the Academy mem- 
bers. followed by a discussion in which 
A. W. DeSart, Paramount's director of 
sound, answered questions on technical 
problems. 

One of the most interesting sequences 
was a scene from the United Artists’ 
picture Lummoz, which was first shown 
in English and then the same sequences 
synchronized with German. 


Schwab and Mandel 
Comedy Started 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28—Schwab & 
Mandel, who will produce several of their 
Broadway musical successes in conjunc- 
tion with Paramount, made their debut 
in the motion picture field at the Para- 
mount Long Island studics last week, 
when a two-reel comedy, Where Boobs 
Come From, was started in production 
under the direction of Morton Blumen- 
stock.

Sen. Brookhart Aims 
New Bill at Pictures 


| NEW YORK, Oct. 28.— Senator 
Brookhart, famed for the block-book- 
ing bill that bears his name, has once 
again turned his attention to the 
film industry and introduced a new 
bill, in which he starts from a dif- 
ferent strategic point. 

The new bill asks for the appoint- 
ment, or rather establishment, of an 
industrial arts commission of five 
members appointed by the President.

Nixon-Nirdlinger 
Sues Stanley Co. 
Over Philly House 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 26.—Frederick G. 
Nixon-Nirdlinger has begun suit against 
the Stanley Company of America for an 
injunction restraining it from operating 
or being interested in the operation of 
the Leader, motion-picture theater, 41st 
street and Lancaster avenue. 

Mr. Nixon-Nirdlinger says he and the 
Stanley Company entered into a written 
agreement on March 11, 1922, not to ex- 
tend their interest in motion-picture 
houses in West Philadelphia, except thru 
the Nixon-Nirdlinger Company, in which 
he owned 25 shares; Wil'iam Freihoffer, 25 
shares, and the Stanley Company, 50 
shares. 

Contrary to the agreement, it is alleged, 
the Stanley Company leased the Leader 
Theater from Jennie Effinger, owner, for 
five years, and later the Stanley-Effinger 
Ceompany was formed and a new lease 
was made to the Stanley Company on 
June 21, 1927, for 15 years. 

The Stanley Company, according to 
the complaint, thus secured control of 
the Leader Theater, and has since op- 
erated it with large profits. The court is 
asked to adjudge the Stanley Company 
to be indebted to the Nixon-Nirdlinger 
Company in whatever sum is found to 
be due by virtue of the operation of the 
Leader Theater by the Stanley Company 
or its agents.

3 Sets of Mikes Used With 
“Trader Horn” Apparatus 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—News of the 
most intricate sound portable recording 
plant ever sent on location with a film 
company has arrived in the story of the 
recording apparatus sent to Africa to 
record Trader Horn in the jungles. 

Mechanical and electrical details kept 
secret during the building of the ap- 
paratus were announced following the 
field tests of the equipment. 

The outfit, moved on a huge truck 
that contains recording room, monitor 
room, all soundproof and glass enclosed, 
on a bus chassis, also has a caterpillar 
tread for use in heavy mud. 

Three separate sets of microphones 
were designed by sound experts for the 
production. One, a super-low frequency 
affair, is for picking up the roars of 
gorillas and lions in deepest tones. One 
is for human speech, and a _ super- 
high frequency microphone is used for 
the songs of birds. This is so sensitive 
that it picked up the hum of the tsetse 
fly in tests. 

W.H. Anderson is the sound technician 
in charge of the outfit, which has 
traveled over Uganda, British East Africa 
and the Belgium Congo, often thru 
roadless jungle. Light shields for micro- 
phones, to keep the blazing sun from 
distorting the voice, and nettings to kecp 
insects away lest their hum be recorded 
are the tricks utilized in operating the 
outfit.

His present trip, which 
has no immediate significance from the 
vaude. angle than a pleasure jaunt, is 
said to have been prompted by a desire 
to look over the Coast situation with 


half an eye, while the rest of his atten- 
tion is focused on the little white pellet. 

Around the Loew office there is no 
intimaticn either way. Lubin is running 
the shebang as usual, and agents and 
office attaches are completely indifferent 
as to which way the wind will blow for 
Schenck. Those of the agents who prefer 
to do business with Lubin direct are 
welcoming the respite from Schenck in- 
terference. This applies particularly to 
those agents who claim they have been 
embarrassed frequently by having acts 
okayed by Lubin, and later given 
Schenck'’s kibosh with no comeback, 
altho theoretical relief was always forth- 
coming from Lubin. Despite the rise 
and fall of the Loew office in the 
estimation of free-lance agents and pro- 
ducers big enough to do business with 
any and all offices without interference, 
Lubin still retains the rep of being 
one of the few bcoking vaudeville whose 
word is as good as his bond.

“Frozen Justice”’ 
(FOX-MOVIETONE) 
At the Roxy 


This is Lenore Ulric's first talking 
screen production. Some years ago the 
Belasco star appeared in a couple of pro- 
ductions on the silent screen. Today she 
is even more bewitching than she was 
then. The vivacious personality seems 
to lend itself perfectly to the screen. 
But if the Fox organization, or the ex- 
ecutives who selected this story, had set 
out to ruin Miss Ulric’s career as a 
screen star they could not have done it 
mere methodically than by giving her 
this vehicle for her talking screen debut. 

The story is inept, unoriginal and un- 
convincing. It resembles a rehash of 
old melodramatic ideas and stories of 
the gold rush days that came in the 
earlier days of the silent screen. The 
sound with this picture instead of adding 
seems to bring a sad unreality that only 
accentuates the weaknesses of the plot. 
The dialog, written by that veteran 
writer of plays, Owen Davis, is stilted 
and hackneyed. 

Allan Dwan, the director, has tried 
vainly to keep the picture at a fast 
tempo thru rapid melodramatic action, 
but the story is so thoroly impossible 
that even the atmospheric surroundings 
lose their value in improbabilities. 

The first part of the story is laid in 
the polar regions. among an Eskimo 
tribe, where a beautiful girl wedded to a 
huntsman, a leading tribesman, longs for 
him in his absence. She is of white 
fatherhood and continually harps upon 
her white blood making her yearn for 
things that white women want and do. 
A fishing vessel arrives with its white 
Sailors, and the captain, a devil among 
the wcmen, sets out to win the wife. 
He finally does and carries her away to 
Nome at the time of the '99 gold rush. 
Here she is the feature attraction in a 
dance Hall named after her, Realizing 
she loves the Eskimo she married, she 
decides to return to him. He, however, 
arrives in Nome just as she starts the 
journey, with a supposed friend pushing 
her dog cart. The man, heavily covered 
in furs, instead of being a friend, is the 
man she eloped with. The Eskimo 
gives chase, rescues her from an 
avalanche, while the villain meets his 
ae as two icy mounds close together on 

im. 

Miss Ulric’s voice registers nicely and 
she even offers one talking number in 
which she sings a second chorus in a 
small voice close to the mike. However, 
any shortcomings in this film are not 
due to Miss Ulric’s lack of ability. It is 
purely a badly constructed story. Even 
Louis Wo!heim, in cne of his usual hard- 
boiled but golden-hearted roles, seems 
entirely out of place. Robert Fraser 
and Ullrich Haupt have the roles of the 
hero and villain respectively.

“The Isle of Lost Ships” 


(F, N.VITAPHONE) 


At the Mosque, Newark 

This is one of those never-to-be-taken 
seriously yarns of the Jules Verne school 
of romance, It ig ccrking good enter- 
tainment, abounding with thrilling melo- 
dramatic moments. Its theme is at least 
fairly original, and, while its locale is 
indeed highly improbable, it provides as 
enjoyable screen fare as one could wish 
for in a story of this type. 

The main part of the picture revolves 
around a peculiar village, built on ships 
that have drifted into the uncharted 
regions of the Sargasso Sea, and which 
rest on the surface of deep stretches of 
seaweed. Here boats of all ages and 
descriptions have collected. Over this 
strange colony of surviving castaways 
rules the brutal Captain Forbes, sur- 
rounded by a crew of desperadoes, and 
the kindly wives of two cf the men. 
When a terrific storm brings in the latest 
of the ships, carrying a specia!] detective, 
an ex-convict and the latter’s sweet- 
heart, the Captain attempts to make the 
girl his wife. Finally the young convict, 
with the aid of several bolder members 
of the village, rescue the girl and make 
their getaway to civilization on a sub- 
marine. 

There -is plenty of red-blooded action 
in the plot, together with striking scenes 
of a sea storm, shipwreck and the under- 
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sea escape of the submarine passengers. 

The scenic artist in conceiving the 
strange “floating village”, with its both 
weird and interesting atmosphere of non- 
descript vessels, some even Spanish gal- 
leons, others pirate boats fiilled with 
gold, has been very imaginative. 

Irving Willat directed and has pro- 
auced a fast-moving, thcroly exciting 
melcdrama, The storm sequence, with 
the pandemonium of the passengers and 
the vivid shots of the turbulent waves, 
have been effectively and realistically 
captured. 

Virginia Vallie is the muchly perse- 
cuted heroine. Her voice is somewhat 
weak and belies her charm and acting 
ability. Jason Robards is capital as the 
wronged fugitive from justice. Noah 
Berry is again the brutal two-fisted Cap- 
tain, while Robert Connor is the hard- 
boiled detective.

“The House of Secrets” 
(CHESTERFIELD) 
At the Arena 

This production fits beautifully the 
words of Shakespeare when his Hamlet 
utters: “’Tis a tale told by an idiot, 
full of sound and fury, signifying noth- 
ing.” As asinine a film as they come. 
Seems to have been made on less than 
the proverbial shoestring. Supposedly a 
talking mystery drama, but more hoke 
than Hoboken’s After Dark. And they 
all take it so seriously. There is no 
entertainment value in film, which 
never gets started and which depends on 
purely mechanical coincidences to en- 
able it to grind out its allotted footage. 


Picture was produced at the old Fort 
Lee (N. Y.) studios, and is released by 
Chesterfield, an independent firm, whose 
recent pictures have been far superior 
in quality to this one. Edmund Law- 
rence is given directorial credit and 
evinces little knowledge of both plos 
direction and camera technique. Pur- 
thermore, the recording is unusually 
poor and the players are seldom 
articulate. 

The stupid mystery is supposed to 
take place in one of those weird deserted 
manors in England, but the familiar 
accents of the cast would sooner relegate 
the locale to the Bronx rather than to 
London, 

There is a lot of piercing sound, sly 
cartoon-strip Orientals, crazed scientists, 
“hamy” actors and what not thrown to- 
gether in an attempt to make it a 
mystery story. Such delusion. 

The cast is headed by Joseph Striker, 
as the colorless hero, and Marcia Man- 
ning, an attractive blonde, whose voice 
is the only one in the picture that can 
be heard with any degree of compre- 
hension.

The Mississippi River, its stearnhoa‘s 
and gamblers form the nucleus of the 
plot in Joseph Schildkraut’s latest star- 
ring production for Universal. It is a 
pleasant picture filled with amusing in- 
cidents and a straightforward story that 
leaves a deep impression on its audi- 
ence. The work of Schildkraut, Joan 
Bennett and Alec Francis leaves nothing 
to be desired, and all in all Universal has 
made a picture that will prove highly 
entertaining. 

A Mississippi River gambier (Schila- 
kraut) is making one of his regular trips 
down the river with his inamorata and 
helper. There comes aboard the steam- 
er, at one of its innumerable stops, a 
planter and his daughter (Alec Francis 
and Joan Bennett) bound for New Or- 
leans, where the father plans to make 
an investment for his parish. The gam- 
bler draws the girl into a conversation 
and they become attached to each other, 
The father of the girl matches himself 
with the gambler and is stripped of both 
his and his church’s money.

Reginald Barker directed the produc- 
tion and has made a very good picture, 
the only weakness of the entire piece 
being the Southern drawl that is over- 
done by all the cast.

The work of Nancy Carroll is sincere, 
but far from convincing. Stanley Smith 
has a pleasant voice and will be a comer 
in the future.

The direction is a credit to Frank 
Tuttle. The football sequences are 
movie sets and he did not rely on an 
intersectional clash for his atmosphere.

Future of the Speaking Stage 


ITH al! the talk that has been going 
around about the legitimate thea- 
ter being docmed, the following 

editorial comment from The Sun, of 
Springfield, O., will prove of interest: 

The theater has been doomed by 
pessimists ever since Athens politicians 
drove the city-State into bankruptcy by 
giving the entire population free seats. 
Crepe hangers of the day ridiculed the 
playwrights, the actors, the people who 
saw the plays and all things pertaining 
to the stage. 

When the one-night stands in this 
country brought plays to the hamlets 
and tank towns the pseudo-sophisticated 
writers said that the claptrap of the 
touring companies would wreck the the- 
atrical business. The 10-20-30 stock was 
frowned upon as nothing but ruination 
for the show game. 

Variety emerged into vaudeville and 
was seen as the sword that threatened 
to destroy all things of the show world. 
The movie was graduated from the va- 
cant store building into a theater pal- 
ace and it was believed to be the knell 
of the legitimate stage. 

The unions jumped stagehands from 
50 cents a night to $10 or more and that 
was declared to be the blow that would 
finally end the age-long agony of the 
theater. 

Now the talkies are surely going to 
do what,all the others have failed to do 
and kill speaking entertainment if the 
wet-blanket brigade is to be believed. 

All these things have improved the 
theater. They have kept it from going 
to seed. The only time that the speak- 
ing stage was at low ebb was when none 
of these competing agencies was up and 
coming. 

Some of them have actually hurt the 
legitimate theater for a time, but the 
desire for living, human-being presenta- 
tion is too deeprooted in the nature of 
mankind for the theater to die. The 
talkies will continue to prosper, but after 
all they are but pictures combined with 
exalted phonographs. 

The most interesting things on earth 
to all of us are human beings. Nothing 
else will take their place. We like to 
see them, to hear them talk, to be in 
their presence. 

Good speakers still are in demand de- 
spite all the ridicule that has been aimed 
at luncheon clubs and other gatherings 
where people listen to much talk that 
often is not good. Good speakers are 
in demand because we want to hear what 
they say and see them say it. We could 
read it, we know, but that is not human 


contact—and we all demand that con- 
tact. 

The radio is wonderful. It is viewed 
by many as a rival of the stage. But 
nobody ever heard a splendid radio en- 
tertainment without desiring to see in 
person the entertainers. 

Why do great throngs go miles to see 
the President when he appears? Every- 
body has seen him in the movies, has 
heard him in the talkies, has read his 
speeches in full in the newspapers, and 
has seen his pictures every day. 

It is because they want to see him 
in person and hear him talk. They 
shake his hand until he suffers. 

When humanity becomes a race of 
hermits then the legitimate stage will 
die. 

It is true that the road show of old 
now seems impossible of revival. Rail- 
road fares and the cost of transporting 
scenery are prohibitive for short engage- 
ments of costly shows. Union stage- 
hands have put their wages so high that 
they constitute a real problem. 

On the other hand good roads make 
every individual within 100 miles of a 
theater a prospective patron of that 
house. A show that formerly could af- 
ford to stay but two or three days in a 
town now may stay for a long period. 
The most expensive show ever produced, 
The Miracle, now is playing road engage- 
ments, staying weeks and weeks in a 
place, and people attend it like they used 
to attend a fair. 

The weak place now in the legitimate 
stage game is the management—the 
producers. They are suffering agonies 
from cold feet. They have put prices 
sky high in barn-like theaters while the 
young blood of the movie and talky 
industries have built gilded palaces. 

It will be a matter of time only until 
Places no larger than Springfield will 
have gorgeous theaters for legitimate 
plays and musical comedies. Shows will 
come and stay for a week or two weeks. 
The houses will be large. The intimate 
little play may continue to thrive also 
in smaller houses, but the money will 
be in performances that can be given 
before huge crowds—2,500 to 5,000 per- 
sons. That is where the movies have 
been able to succeed. They play to 
many persons at low prices instead of to 
a few at high prices. 

But the theater is not dead. It is 
merely at dead center, like an old-fash- 
ioned steam engine—and when it regains 
momentum it will speed ahead as it has 
always done after undergoing radical 
changes to meet shifting conditions. 
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Freeport, Ill., reports business has been 
very good since the opening three weeks 
ago.

Follies of Censorship 


HE chief trouble with censorship is 

that it so often works backwards. 

For some reason it seems impos- 

sible to enforce a censorship without 

doing things that are just naturally 
ridiculous. 

Some months ago the papers were full 
of the case of a New York grandmother 
who was convicted in Federal Court of 
sending obscene literature thru the 
mails. She had written a sex-education 
pamphlet and had mailed it to various 
people. One of these people appointed 
herself a censor and had her arrested 
Her appeal from her jail sentence is 
now pending. 

More recently the play Strange Inter- 
lude came to Boston. A number of 
Bostonians felt that the play was too 
improper to be allowed on the boards of 
any theater. One man felt so deeply 
about it that he got a copy of the play 
and went thru it looking for passages 
that were overstrong for the public 
morals. 

Having found a number of passages 
that seemed to him to be off color, he 
copied them and mailed these copies to 
all the clergymen in the city, asking 
them to read them and denounce the 

lay. 

? Now here is the funny thing about 
these two cases. 

The New York woman mailed out 
literature that she believed to be per- 
fectly proper and decent. Some easily 
shocked recipient of her wares had her 
arrested and the courts ruled that she 
must go to jail—despite the fact that 
she did what she had done in the be- 
lief that the material was eminently 
moral and wholesome. 

The Boston man mailed out literature 
that he believed to be indecent. Indeed, 
he was so sure that it was indecent that 
he felt that no play which contained 
such writing should be allowed to be 
presented. Yet thus far no one nas 
taken any action against him. 

In one case, in other words, 2 woman 
was arrested for mailing matter that she 
believed to be entirely innocent. In the 
other case a man mailed matter that he 
believed to be obscene—and he was not 
arrested. 

Those two cases don’t jibe somehow. 

They are only made more puzzling by 
the fact that each of these people was 
working in the interest of good morals. 
Neither had any improper motive. Yet 
it would seem to any casual] observer 
that if the woman violated the law, the 
man certainly did. 


Censorsip is like that. There isn’t 


much rhyme or reason in the way it 
works. 

Which, of course, is the greatest of all 
arguments against censorship.—Frank- 
fort (Ind.)

Musicians’ Federation 
Starts Ad. Campaign 
On “Canned” Music 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28—The American 
Federation of Musicians has started a 
drive in more than 800 newspapers thru- 
out the country in an effort to bring to 
the attention of the public the de- 
ficiencies of mechanical music when 
compared to the music presented by 
musicians in the flesh. 

The drive is now in full swing and 
it is estimated that the 800 papers in 
which the advertising propaganda will 
appear will have a combined circulation 
of more than 70,000,000. 

The ads carried in several metropolitan 
dailies have a drawing of a robot or 
mechanical man strumming on a@ harp. 
The underline reads “The Robot as an 
Fntertainer” followed by “Is his sub- 
stitution for real music a success?” 

The turn of the legitimate producer 
to the motion picture screen since the 
screen found voice and sound has in- 
stilled a greater fear in the musician 
than did the initial introduction of 
sound devices. The legitimate producers 
are allying themselves with picture pro- 
ducers. They have made no announce- 
ments concerning any decrease in their 
legitimate productions, but with the in- 
roads the talking films have made in 
the past year, the musician's livelihood 
has taken on a more hazardous com- 
plexion. 


The Federation of Musicians represents 
140,000 professional musicians in the 
United States and Canada and while no 
figure has been announced regarding the 
amount to be allotted towards the cam- 
paign against mechanical music it is said 
to be one of the largest sums ever set 
aside for any smillar campaign and that 
the drive will continue indefinitely. 


Where the canned music proposition 
has been frought with worries in the 
Fast, on the West Coast, it is said, musi- 
cians fare unusually well, due to their 
need in various film productions, either 
in the orchestra or on the set. Musicians 
on the Coast are earning $10 an hour 
for playing before the mike and no en- 
gagement for less than three hours. Many 
of these engagements run far over the 
three hours and are carried on some- 
times for several weeks with an average 
of eight hours a day. 


Stalls and Stage 

HILE the legitimate theater in this 

country is said by some of its 

steadfast devotees and its thespian 
exponents to be going to the dogs—a 
complaint that is stoutly challenged— 
the London stage is Icoking up. That is 
to say, it is brightening up and adding 
to its attractiveness. Strictly speaking, 
it is the auditorium and not the stage 
that is getting more sprightly, and it is 
possible that the new scheme of em- 
bellishment just announced by one of 
the leading London theaters is an at- 
tempt to stimulate patronage. This is 
the idea: The seats are to be draped in 
colors to match the frocks of woman 
patrons. Every seat in the house has 
been upholstered in individual tints, 
ranging from yellow thru pinks and reds 
to golden browns. It would seem that 
these tints shade gradually from section 
to section, and it is stated that the box- 
office plans will be tinted to show the 
exact color scheme of each seat. 


That is perfectly all right as regards 
the feminine patrons of the theater, pro- 
vided they buy their own seats. But 
what about the color sense of the mere 
male who does the booking? Must he 
obtain from his wife—or other lady—a 
“sample” of the goods to be worn on the 
festive night, or a sample of the com- 
plementary color of seat decoration that 
must be selected unless the evening is 
to be a total loss? It is easy to see that 
theatergoing under the new dispensation 
will have its complications. 


Of course, this 's all far away from the 
classic apothegm, ‘The play’s the thing.” 
True art in the theater—that is, on the 
stage—requires no fancy setting for its 
fullest expression and enjoyment. Shake- 
Sp2a‘e’s own plays were produced in con- 
ditions antipodally different from a yel- 
low-pink-brown spectrum in the audi- 
torium. And they were appreciated and 
loved by their original hearers as they 
have been thru the centuries. But the 
jaded tastes of moderns seem to require 
fillips, like costume cocktails. If the 
London stage is in need of such extra 
added attractions as chromatic chairs in 
the stalls, perhaps it, too, is in a bad 
way dramatically —Washington Evening 
Star. 


Detroit Theater Bombed 


DETROIT, Oct. 26—The Broadway- 
Strand Theater was bombed early last 
Saturday. Little damage was done the 
theater. but mumerous windows were 
broken in the Library Park Hotel and 
other buildings across the alley in the 
rear. 

The Broadway-Strand operates on a 
non-union policy and responsibility for 
the bofbing has been assigned as re- 
prisal for this, despite the assertion of 
the management that the house had no 
labor troubles. The house is playing a 
continuous policy of pictures and stage 
shows at 15 and 25 cents.

NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—Irving Selig, former featured comic of Girls From 
Happyland, Mutual Circuit show, surprised burlesquers in this city Thursday by 


taking leases on the American Theater, 


at 42d street and 8th avenue, and the 


Tremont Theater, at Tremont and Webster avenues, in the Bronx, for the presen- 


tation of burlesque stock. 

The American Theater has a seating 
capacity of 1,800, and the Tremont Thea- 
ter 1,200. 

The American is scheduled to open 
November 9, giving a typical burlesque 
stock presentation matinee and night 
daily, with four one-hour shows on Sun- 
day, supp'emented by moving pictures. 
Matinee prices, 25 to 75 cents; evening 
prices, 25 cents to $1; all seats reserved. 

The Tremont is scheduled to open 
November 2, giving similar shows. Mati- 
nee prices, 25 and 50 cents; evening, 50 
and 75 cents; all seats reserved. 

On signing the leases, Selig immediate- 
ly engaged Charles Cohn as advertising 
agent for both houses, who placed or- 
ders for 10,000 sheets of pictorial and 
type billing, and 5,000 cards for the 
American, and engaged six men for three 
cars in billing, at the same time placing 
orders for 6,500 sheets of pictorial and 
type billing, and 4,500 cards for the Tre- 
mnt, and engaging four men for two 
cars in billing. 

The same emount of billing to be con- 
tinuous, with Cohn riding the route for 
both houses. 

30x offices of both houses were opened 
immediately for the booking of reserva- 
tions that by last night indicated a 
capacity audience for both houses on 
opening performances. 

Joe Hurtig, as general manager of the 
enterprises, established offices in the 
American Theater this morning to super- 
vise the renovation, redecoration and r@ 
furnishing of the house and engage 
people for both companies, while Selig 
established himself backstage in prep- 
aration for rehearsals, that begin 
Wednesday for the Tremont Theater 
Stock Company of 10 principals and 20 
chorus girls, to be followed by rehearsal 
for the American Theater Stock Com- 
pany of 20 principals and 30 chorus 
girls. 

Both houses will have illuminated 
runways, the layout of the Tremont 
Theater making it necessary to have two 
runways in that house 

.Joe Hurtig will direct the productions 
for both companies with the assistance 
of Matt Kolb and a number producer 
new to burlesque. Sam Futuran has 
been engaged to organize orchestras for 
both houses and in all probability will 
direct the orchestra of the American 
Theater. 

Selig and Benny Mann will head the 
Tremont company on its opening, later 
heading the American company. Sam 
Hurtig will manage the Tremont house 
under the general management of Joe 
Hurtig. 

General Manager Hurtig and Selig were 
noncommittal on their plans other than 
those herein set forth, but an outside 
investigation by a representative of The

genial co-operation collectively for bigger 
and better burlesque, and never has the 
time been more opportune than the 
present, according to the promoter of the 
plan, who has been investigating the 
methods of big business along similar 
lines.

Viola Spaeth, featured fem, a marceled 
blonde of the statuesque type, worked in 
scenes like a thoroly seasoned actress of 
ability, leading numbers with person- 
ality and pep aplenty, with dancing rou- 
tines that included toe-dancing inter- 
pretations a la spring, supplemented 
with bounding splits extraordinary. 

Harry Levine, in his natural Hebrew 
comic characterization, minus facial 
makeup, with frequent changes of over- 
fitting comedy clothes, shows a wonder- 
ful improvement over all previous per- 
formances, for Levine dominates each 
and every scene in which he appears, 
granering laughter and applause for his 
every line and act, especially for his 
mugging, supplemented with singing as 
pert of a trio and singing harmony with 
Straight Walters, likewise as a parody- 
singing hoofer with Comic Murphy. 


Rags Murphy, in frequent changes of 
comedy clothes, worked well with Levine 
and equally well with other principals, 
putting his lines over somewhat huskily, 
yet distinctly, for laughter and applause 
that were heightened by his many and 
varied funny falls and acrobatic hoofing, 
which included running flips that out- 
rival many younger comics. 

Jimmie Walters, a  classy-clothed, 
clear-dictioned straight man, fed the 
comics sufficiently fast and funny to 
keep them coming and going at top 
speed thruout the presentation. Straight 
Walters was in many scenes an indis- 
pensable aid to the comics, supplement- 
ing as a singer in specialties and leading 
numbers, 

Eddie Butler, a classy-clothed juvenile 
and melodious singer in specialties and 
leading numbers, was an asset in scenes 
as a characterized light comedian. 

Howard Harrison shared classy-clothed 
straight-man honors in several scenes, 
and as a characterized cop an exception- 
ally strong character man in other 
scenes. 

Fanny McAvoy, a boyish-bobbed bru- 
net soubret, was effective in scenes and 


leading numbers. 

Doris Deloris, a pretty, petite, pert 
brunet soubret, was there with pep 
aplenty’ in leading numbers, and as the 
downtrodden wife in the Bibbs and 
Bibbs bit evidenced real serio-comic 
acting ability. 

Ruth Levine, a personally attractive 
ingenue, worked well in scenes and lead- 
ing numbers. 

Hazel Walker, a flirty-eyed brunet sou- 
bret with personality aplenty, appeared 
to excellent advantage in scenes and 
leading numbers.

Harry Steppe, with his light crepe-face 
makeup and frequent changes of comedy 
clothes, supplemented by custom- 
tailored clothes and a natural, yet in- 
dividual, delivery of Hebraic lines and 
mannerisms, is in a class by himself as 
an interpretative Hebrew character co- 
median with a natural artistic realistic 
portrayal, free of all obnoxiousness in 
lines and actions, that evoked continu- 
ous laughter and applause. 


Steppe appears to far better advantage 
in this presentation than in any hereto- 
fore reviewed by us. 

Buddy Abbott, as the classy-clothed, 
clear-dictioned, aggressive straight man, 
was in every scene, with Steppe feeding 
him lines like a light comedian, thereby 
bringing out the best in Steppe. 


Buddy, by his natural talent and de- 
veloped ability, has graduated from the 
ranks of singing and dancing juveniles 
into an able straight man, with the ver- 
satility of an exceptional light come- 
dian. 

Straight Abbott’s prolog reading for 
the Shooting of Dan McGrew evidences 
careful study on the part of Bud and a 
sentimentally emotional dramatic inter- 
pretation that preassures his graduation 
from burlesque to Broadway any time he 
desires to make the change. 

His frequent changes of classy clothes 
entitle him to the appellation of fashion 
plate. 

Betty Abbott, a marceled, brunet, 
singing and dancing soubret, has mas- 
tered the art of versatile acting suf- 
ficiently well to be titled ingenue-soubret 
comedienne, with the ability of a dra- 
matic actress in lines and actions. 

As a singing and dancing soubret her 


effervescence becomes infectious until 
she has her auditors keyed to a high 
pitch of expectancy that she fulfilled 
par excellence, and this is especialy ap- 
plicable to her spotlighted parade of per- 
sonality that stopped the show and her 
straight work to Steppe in a dialogistic 
specialty.

Rube Waldman, heretofore seen a5 
a superior whistling specialist, has grad- 
uated into a character comic of ability 
who was of material aid in the presenta- 
tion in many scenes, supplementing in 
classy clothes with his famous whistling 
specialty. 

Lee Laird, a pleasing reminder of old- 
time character men, worked effectively in 
every scene in which he appeared, and 
this is especially applicable to his char- 
acterization of the deaf old rube in 
Steppe’s table bit with his annihilation 
celery. 

Bfllee Holmes, not as yet med 
at the Empire, having joined the 
show last week, gave us the impression 
of a pleasingly plump, ingratiating, smil- 
ing prima donna, with a sweetly modu- 
lated singing voice, until she started her 
spotlighted stage parade of her model- 
esque personality, when she revealed her- 
self as a subtle singing and dancing 
soubret, and surprised us who know her 
as a former runway number leader at the 
Irving Place Theater, New York, by her 
serio-comic ability in reading lines em- 
phatically and humorously in scenes. 

Prances Knight, a pretty. petite, 
brunet soubret, led a series of novel 
numbers singing sweetly and dancing 
daintily with pep apropos to her charm- 
ing personality, supplementing with a 
singing and tap dancing specialty for 
repeated encores. 


Anita Rhoades, a personally attractive 
brunet, in an aerial swinging-by-the- 
teeth act, gave the audience an optical 
treat by her slender. symmetrical form 
swaying in midair.

Betty Brandt 
charlestoned. Peggy Burdette danced 
dynamically. Netty Waldman accom- 
panied Betty Abbott, singing thru a 
megaphone in Betty’s parade, and in the 
pick-out number merited her encores. 


COMMENT 


Steppe’s favorite sketches may be old, 
but he has given them new twists and 
turns that make them appear new. 


Taking the production and presenta- 
tion as we found it at the Empire, it is 
one that is away from the usual bit and 
number show, with laugh-evoking com- 
edy sufficiently clean to please the puri- 
tans and put over sufficiently fast and 
funny to please all patrons. 


The powers that be may be convinced 
by box-office receipts that runways are 
essential, but in making an unbiased 
comparison we personally prefer the cir- 
cuit companies with their uninterrupted 
presentations minus the orchestra lead- 
ers milking matinees.—NELSE.

Recently we received a letter from 
Mitchell Padraic Marcus, director of the 
Lenox Hill Players of New York. Mr. 
Mitchell told of some of the activities 
of this group and we thought it might 
be of interest to other little theaters 
We are therefore publishing Mr. Marcus’ 
letter in part: 

“We are constantly endeavoring to get 
new people into our organization. We 
do this not only so that we may have a 
wide and diversified amount of talent 
to choose from in casting our plays, but 
also because it is in keeping with our 
idea that the Lenox Hill Players shall 
be a theater where young and unex- 
pressed talent may come and get an 
opportunity to try its wings. 

“This year, more than ever, we are 
trying to lift the standard of our work 
by seeking out new and better additions 
to our acting company. We are going 
to produce our plays on a co-operative 
basis, i. e., we are going to divide a 
certain portion of the profits of each 
production among the players involved 
in that production. The co-operative 
idea is based -on the belief that there 
are a certain amount of intelligent pro- 
fessional actors and actresses who can- 
not afford to enter into a production 
unless there is a chance of getting some 
financial] remuneration for their work. 
We feel sure that there are many tal- 
ented professionals who are willing to 
take a chance in a good play, on a co- 
operative basis, rather than walk idlv 
about for months seeking a salaried en- 
gagement and growing stale in the 
meantime. Working with us they are at 
least keeping in trim, enjoying the fel- 
lowship that is found in a group like 
ours and getting the benefit of the most 
advanced method of direction And 
also, since our openings are reviewed by 
all the first-line critics and attended 
by many managers and their scouts, our 
actors stand a good chance of gettinc 
up-town engagements. Sometimes, as 
was the case last season with our pro- 
duction of Elmer Rice's The Subway, we 
ourselves move our plays uptown and 
our actors come into nice salaries 


“We are now casting our first produc- 
tion of the season, a play of very un- 
usual] theme by an American woman, 
Edna Wahlert McCourt. We are desirous 
of hearing from all people of talent in 
acting and the other arts of the theater 
who would like to participate in our 
work.”

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Concerning Face Lifters

Stripped, starring Lionel Atwill, is a 
mystery play quite ingeniously inter- 
twined with a love interest. The mys- 
tery lies in the disappearance of a 
$250,000 diamond necklace, a portion of 
the defunct Georgian monarchy’s crown 
jewels. Suspicion fastens on Austin 
Goodwin, member of Graves Company, 
jeweler, who was intrusted with the sale 
of the precious bauble, and his para- 
mour, Helene Galli. Also on M’sieur 
Lazov, whom the program states repre- 
sents the ex-Crown Prince of Georgia, 
who offered the jewels for sale. 


The prize for Lazov, who is finally re- 
vealed to be the morganatic son of the late 
Georgian king, is Caroline Goodwin, wife 
of Austin Goodwin. Complications are 
added to the plot by the duplicity of 
M'sieur Orlando, seemingly the trusted 
and faithful adviser of Lazov, but actu- 
ally giving allegiance to the legitimate 
son of the deceased Georgian ruler, who 
finally steals part of the jewels for his 
master. Then there is Mrs. Goodwin's 
anxiety both for her husband's reputa- 
tion and for her uncle, who posted a 
bond to cover the value of the necklace 
and stands to lose his entire fortune 
unless it is recovered. 


Out of all this Jane Murfin has con- 
fected a play which is intriguing, if not 
exciting. How the jewels vanished and 
who the culprit was remains a puzzle 
until the last of the third act, when a 
number of other perplexing elements are 
likewise made clear. 


It the conclusion is weak, and it is, 
and decidedly arbitrary, it did not matter 
overmuch to the audience, for the major 
portion of its doubts has been resolved. 

The play tends to drag somewhat 
thruout its length and is not overstimu- 
lating. Im these days, when only the 
unusual play survives on Broadway, this 
drama appears destined to short life. It 
may perhaps with Atwill’s following and 
Joe Leblang’s aid last a month and per- 
haps longer. 

The play begins in the living room of 
the Goodwin residence with all the prin- 
cipal characters present. Goodwin's 
triumphant announcement that he has 
sold the jewels for $250,000 is followed 
soon after by word from the purchaser 
that the necklace she received was a 
perfect imitation, but only an imitation. 

What happened to the jewels? Mrs. 
Goodwin persists is believing her hus- 
band innocent, tho aware of his extra- 
marital relations with Helene Galli. She 
exempts Helene from suspicion, too, be- 
cause of her supposed wealth. Altho 
nourishing a secret affection for Lazov, 
she believes him to be the culprit, as 
the only one who would have had time 
to have an imitation made. Her belief 
is seemingly confirmed when she spies 
what she thinks is the missing necklace 
in his possession. 

He, confronted with the theft, offers 
no explanation at the close of the second 
act, reserving that for the final stanza. 
Then it is seen that Goodwin conspired 
with Helene to make off with the jewels 
and then they would both depart to- 
gether. It is indicated that Helene was 
using Goodwin as a tool. It was also 
revealed that Mme. Galli had once before 
tried to steal the jewels, which ac- 
counted for her having a copy of them. 

In the farcical end Lazov wins Caroline 
Goodwin. 

Lionel Atwill, for whom the play was 
obviously writen, has a fat part which 
keeps him on the stage most of the 
time. He is sure and polished in the 


role of Lazov and gives a very satisfac- 
tory tho not inspired interpretation. 
Jessie Royce Landis was a handsome 
adornment to the cast. A slight nerv- 
oushess was more than compensated by 
her acting skill. Mario Majeroni, as the 
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(Continued) 


perfidious Orlando, was well cast and 
distinguishedly foreign looking. He gave 
a suave performance 

Thelma Hardwick, in the unsympa- 
thetic role of Helene Galli, made her 
part even more unlikable by overacting 
and being too much the fervid vampire 
of the old-time movies. Vernon Kelso, 
as Austin Goodwin, was too furtive and 
appeared overstrained. He read his lines 
well, but there was something over- 
apologetic and petulant about his de- 
meanor which did not quite suit. This, 
tho, may not have been his fault, but 
that of the direction. Charles Millward, 
as the caustic uncle. did well with his 
part, and good bits were contributed by 
J. H. Brewer, as a senile butler, and 
Christine Compton, as Mrs. Pringle 

The settings are good. The direction, 
with the above-mentioned exceptions. is 
capable.

The revival of A Tailor-Made Mar i 
a bit of work done with taste. Every 
department of the production has een 
handled competently with the ultimate 
end that the naive comedy of the 12- 
year-old show has a refreshing effect in 
this era of wisecracking, sophisticated 
and brittle dialog. 

W. R. Kane, who has done things in 
stock, has selected an able cast with 
care. Grant Mitchell, the original John 
Paul Bart, plays the part this time just 
a trifle easier than when he first ap- 
peared in it, if the memory of this re- 
viewer is at all accurate. There is a 
tendency on the part of Mitchell to slide 
slowly without much effort thru the 
part, making John Paul, in his mas- 
querade, too self-assured, too complacent- 
ly satisfied with himself, and robbing the 
part of the nervous suspense it should 
have. Perhaps this opinion is wrong 
and memory tricky, but nevertheless 
John Paul as now done by Mitchell does 
not claim the interest it once did. 

There are some slips in casting, but 
the parts are unimportant and do not 
detract from the production as a whole. 
Mitchell is, of course, thru the gift of 
the script, the entire show. Tanya 
Huber is ably done by Mary Vance and 
Frank Burbeck is a picturesque imper- 
sonator of the great financier. These 
and Maurice Franklin as Mr. Huber are 
outstandingly well performed parts. 

Direction is easy, with the impression 
created perfectly that all is casual. The 
settings employed are sufficiently 
decorative to fill the bill when they 
are designed to be simple and when 
elaborate. 

On the whole Kane’s production is a 
well-staged revival that is interesting to 
view again. This type of entertainment 
tho was fitting in 1917, but is somewhat 
slow today.

John Drinkwater'’s episodic Abraham 
Lincoln is still a fine piece of dramatic 
literature, and William Harris, Jr., de- 
serves a vote of gratitude for the care 
exerted in this revival. It is handled as 
it should be—carefully, as an art col- 
lector would touch a precious portrait, 
for, indeed, this portrait of a great 
American could easily be ruined by one 
rough touch. It is not. Harris’ revival 
excels and to him should go the thanks 
of a public grateful for keeping before 
the American people the craftsmanship 
of a British playwright who painted a 
humane and honest Lincoln. 

Frank McGlynn, violating the rule of 
good acting, still knows that the dis- 
regard for convention is the surest way 
to do an effective Lincoln. Striking 
poses that ordinarily would be severely 
criticized, he furnishes pictures that are 
enduring. 

The production is splendid and the 
direction painstaking. Gerald Cornell 
has done his work with as much devo- 
tion as Lester Lonergan, the original 
director, could have put into the revival. 

The effects are followed minutely in 
period and provide a study in manners, 


habiliments and furniture of the age in 
which the great patriot moved. 

The cast employed by Harris in the 
first production is returned nearly intact 
That great impression which Jennie A 
Eustace, the questioning mother who 
gave a son in the cause of the union, is 
done beautifully and tenderly again 
Albert Phillips, as General Grant, vies 
with McGlynn for the care with which 
he performs the task asked of him 
Other outstanding performances are con- 
tributed by J. Colvin Dunn, the chroni- 
cler; Edith Spencer, Dwight Hay, Mary 
Horne Morrison, Theodore Fetter and 
Willlam Corbett.

Mrs. Fiske is back with a comedy that 
is amusing and frequently hilarious.

Tt is the story of Mrs. Livingston

of murdering her wealthy old husband. 
It concerns the employment of guile, 
flattery, wealth and power by the social 
Mrs. Crane to swing a jury that is 1) 
to 1 for a verdict of guilty to a unani- 
mous decision of “not guilty”. Needless 
to say, Mrs. Crane accomplishes the 
stunt and the manner in which she does 
it is the entire entertainment. 

Wilton Lackaye sits as the Judge in 
the case and the repartee between he 
and Mrs. Fiske when she is selected is 
delicious dialog. Lackaye, appearing in 
only one act and then never rising, gives 
a perfect impersonation of a justice. His 
efforts won him great admiration, 

The cast and direction are letter per- 
fect. Harrison Grey Fiske has done a 
studied piece of work that never permits 
interest in the play to stop. Altho the 
outcome is certain from the time the 
trial opens there is never any doubt 
that the manner in which Mrs. Crane 
will satisfy her instinct—it is only her 
instinct that tells her Mrs. Gordon is 
not guilty of murder—is going to keep 
interest in the work keen and sharp. 
Mr. Fiske is to be credited with this, 
for direction is all of this play. 

The play was cast with great detail 
and scrutiny, making the collection of 
types that is a typical American jury 
arresting of itself. A chorus girl (Hallie 
Manning) doing the low comedy gives 
a fine performance. But the best per- 
formance in the jury room other than 
Mrs. Fiske’s is contributed by George 
Farren as the foreman. 

Mrs. Fiske appears to good advantage 
Never does a chance for a laugh slip 
thru her tried hands. All the tricks of 
good comic interpretation she finds use 
of, with the result that without her the 
play could be shelved after one per- 
formance.

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STAGE GUILD TO CO-OPERATE 

The Stage Guild, of London, which, 
according to newspaper reports, is nego- 
tiating with the Actors’ Association to 
organize a body which can speak for all 
British actors as Equity does for the 
actors of the United States, is anxious to 
co-operate with American actors abroad, 
according to a letter recently addressed 
to Equity and signed by its president, Sir 
Johnston Forbes-Robertson; Archibald 
Nettlefold, chairman of meeting; Henry 
Hallatt, chairman of the artists’ section, 
and Percy Hutchison, chairman of the 
managers’ section. In the course of that 
letter Equity was informed: 


“We are often approached by the 
Ministry of Labor and asked our opinion 
as to the desirability of permits being 
issued to artists of foreign nationalities 
visiting this country for the purpose of 
fulfilling theatrical engagements. In 
every case so far our reply has been 
that we have no intention of opposing 
the entrance, and no wish to place dif- 
ficulties in the way of any bona-fide 
member of the profession who desires to 
come here, or whom any reputable man- 
ager desires to bring here, for that pur- 
pose. It has always been our aim and 
desire to make things easy for the 
visiting artist, and when, as has some- 
times happened, the Ministry of Labor 
has hesitated over the issuing of a 
permit we have used such influence as 
we possess in the direction of obtaining 
a modification of its attitude. But as 
far as American artists are concerned, 
we feel things might be simplified if 
Equity would advise us in good time of 
the impending visit of any of its mem- 
bers, and we have much pleasure in 
inviting you to furnish us with such ad- 
vice so that we can do all] in our power 
to facilitate and make matters smooth. 
We should also gladly welcome any of 
our power to facilitate and make mat- 
ters smooth. We should also gladly 
welcome any of your members at the 
Guild offices and give them any advice 
or assistance they might need. 


“Please convey to your Council the 
assurance of our constant esteem and 
good will, and thru them we send cordial 
greetings to our brothers.” 


Equity’s president replied to this by 
saying, in part: “In regard to your 
generous offer to assist and advise our 
members who may happen to be playing 
in Great Britain, we shall be glad to 
inform them of this thru the pages of 
our monthly magazine, and whenever 
practical we should be glad to advise

FIRST PAID-UP ROAD SHOW 

The first road production to put itself 
in good standing to May, 1930, was The 
Vagabond King Company, of which Billy 
Sunderman is deputy. It presented dif- 
ficulties because of the size of the com- 
pany and both Mr. Sunderman and the 
company deserve congratulations upon 
the achievement of being the first among 
the road shows to win the status. 


KNELL’S GOOD EMERGENCY WORK 
A good piece of emergency work is 
reported from Salem, Mass., where the 
Empire Stock Company is playing. At 
noon on a Saturday morning Frank 
Gibney, its leading man, was taken ill 
to such an extent as to be incapacitated 
for his part in the musical comedy, 
Sally, which was the play that week. 

In that emergency Enstein, manager 
of the company, went to the telephone 
and got in touch with Jack Knell, an 
Equity member, at his home in 
Winthrop, Mass., near by. 

“How soon can you get over,” he asked

At 1 o’clock Knell got the part of 
Blair Farquar., and at 2:15 he went on 
in the part-and put it over, so Equity 
is informed, without missing a line. 

Still carrying on for Gibney, Knell 
played the part of John Bellamy in 
The Eternal Magdalene the following 
week with only three rehearsals. That’s 
pretty good rescue work. 


INJUSTICE TO COOK COMPANY 

The September issue of the Equity 
Magazine contained a reference to “the 
Cook Plavers in Tennessee, a non-Equity 
aggregation.” Since that time Equity 
has learned that the company was fully 
paid up with the exception of three 


members, and that these members were 
able to get away with their delinquency 
because the manager did not seem to 
know that he had a right to demand 
to see their Equity cards and took their 
word that they were paid up.

SALVAGING WEAK PLAYS 


the speakies can hardly be giving due 
consideration to all sides of the matter.

One serious trouble with the present situation is that a very large 
share of those who appear as producers have little or no theatrical back- 
ground, and lack critical percepticn. Together with the authors, they 
seem to think that anything which runs for two hours or thereabouts is 
a play. They may become aware of their error when the piece they 
sponsored folds up suddenly and is carted off to the warehouse un- 
mourned, but it is too late then to repair the damage done to the theater 
thru the impaired confidence, if not the open disgust, of the play- 
going public, This is one of the major evils besetting the theater today, 
together with faulty and ineffective exploitation of the spoken drama. 


Salvaging plays that have just failed to register is a suggestion worth 
entertaining. But a short cut to rejuvenation lies in at least a partial 
elimination of the fly-by-night producers and the before-luncheon 
“dramatists”, who flood the market with offerings staged almost as hur- 
riedly as they are written, and the recruiting from somewhere—we wish 
we knew where—of writers inspired by something more than the lure of 
quick money, and who at least know what it is all about.

HE NEW CIRCUS CLUB, the Cir- 
cus Saints and Sinners, includes 
among its Richmond (Va.) mem- 

bers quite a few men who are connected 
with the courts and other public offices. 


In view of a regent happening, this 
fact may lead some troupers to believe 
that, should they ever become involved 
in any trouble in Richmond, accidentally 
or otherwise, they may depend upon the 
influence of these friends of showfolk 
to help them out—somewhat in the same 
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manner as some violators of automobile 
traffic laws evade the consequences of 
arrest by having their political friends 
pull strings for them, 

Showfolk who reason along these 
lines are likely to be greatly disap- 
pointed, 

As far as Richmond is concerned, in- 
timation has been received that troupers 
getting into difficulties around there 
must not expect that they can be sprung 
without consideration being given the 
case, 

The same procedure will be found to 
hold good most everywhere. 

Organizations of show fans, or of 
fans and troupers together, undoubtedly 
can and will do a lot of good in various 
ways for amusement folks, but it is not 
reasonable to expect them to aid, abet 
or help to condone lawbreaking of any 
kind. 

Accidents will happen, of course, and 
troupers will get every possible advan- 
tage and merited help, but they should 
not try to get by with anything wrong 
and expect official help on account of 
their belonging to a show. 


N SPITE OF the countless times that 
The Billboard has cautioned show 
managers to exercise the utmost dis- 

crimination in forwarding railroad fare 
or other advances of money to persons 
who are unknown to them, hardly a 
week goes by without a complaint com- 
ing in to the effect that so-and-so failed 
to show up after having been sent the 
money he requested in reply to an ad- 
vertisement for help. 

There is nothing The Billboard can 
do to stop these swindlers if the man- 
agers do not take reasonable precautions 
to protect themselves. 

It is true that very often the con- 
tingencies on a show are such that the 
owner hasn’t much or any time to in- 
vestigate applicants. 

The way to figure in such cases, how- 
ever, is that, by sending money to’some 
absconder who fails to turn up, the show 
is even worse off than if it had delayed 
of its own accord until it was able to 
make sure of the integrity of the 
prospective employee, 

Judging by the number of incidents 
of this kind that are reported, there must 
be quite a few cheap crooks, who, by 
moving about and changing names con- 
stantly, make a steady practice of prey- 
ing on showmen in times of emergency. 

Take no chances on them.

portions which justify certain unscrupulous lawyers in maintaining a 
staff hired for the purpose of devising them. Occasionally plagiarism 
suits get into the papers, as was recently the case when Anne Nichols 
sued the Universal Film Company for $3,000,000, and when, still more 
recently, a rather obscure woman writer brought a suit (still pending) 
against Eugene O'Neill for al’eged infringements in Strange Interlude. 
We do not mean to imply that all plagiarism suits are rackets, or that 
either of the above shculd be so considered, but according to Howard 
Barnes, who contributes an article to the current Theater Gutld Maga- 
zine, the number of suits actually brought gives no idea of the extent 
to which the racket has been developed. Some 10 or 20 infringement 
cases are annually tried in the courts, and nearly 150 are settled by 
This means that nearly one-half of all the shows 
which play for 200 nights or more are compelled to make some sort of 
arrangement with persons claiming rights in the piece.

Silent Vs. Talking Films 


ATTACH the greatest importance to the statement published on this 

page last week from G. A. Atkinson, the film critic of The London 

Erpress, to the effect that the silent film is reasserting itself and 
regaining its former place in public popularity. While the talking pic- 
ture is a very interesting thing, and is assuredly capable of very great 
improvement, there is no earthly reason why it should displace the silent 
picture. The very essence of the attraction the latter has for the public 
is that it presents silently some story the spectator can grasp easily and 
without any mental effort, all such effort being eliminated by the em- 
ployment of titles that explain the action fully. Of course, when an 
audience has to endure the results of the incredibly iconoclastic censor- 
ship that exists here, there are bcund to be some shortcomings, and 
some pictures leave the impression that neither the actors nor the title 
writers knew their business, whereas the inconsistencies can in every 
single instance be traced back to the results of the compulsory elimina- 
tions carried cut in order to secure approval for the exhibition of the 
film in our midst. But even with this serious handicap—and it is a 
serious handicap, for it has prevented us in the past from seeing some 
of the finest films made—the silent picture has many obvious advantages. 


We did not know, until the advent of the talking films, of what 
ghastly achievements the human voice was capable. We took it for 
granted, if we ever gave the matter a thought, that the actors and actresses 
who appeared on the screen talked like other actors and actresses. But 
the awakening has been a very painful one. Many notable artists of the 
silent drama have simply vanished from the scene altogether. Their 
voices condemned them. Other have lost a very large percentage of the 
hold they formerly exercised upon their public, because, while their actions 
in the silent drama were in keeping with the requirements of the story, 
their voices in the spoken-talking fi'm lacked, entirely or largely, anything 
like an intelligent appreciaticn of the sort of vocal tnflection the various 
situations demanded. 

And there is no means of correcting this, save by the employment of 
other artists. If an audience could hear the average director “talk” 
thru his megaphone when directing a silent drama, the disillusion would 
be equally disconcerting. Obviously a man whose own vocal limitations 
are such as to render him unable to give the proper emphasis, or inflec- 
tion, to the spoken word, is incapable of showing others how it ought to 
be done. 


Moreover, the talking picture introduced the necessity for a new 
technique in acting for the screen. The so-called “closeup”, for instance, 
was no longer needed. (And that is a move in the right direction any- 
way.) The habit of repeating a scene in order to remind the audience 
of something that has gone before was also rendered unnecessary. With 
the dialog spoken, the necessity for emphasis upon illustrative gesture or 
movement or action was materially reduced. Thus, the talking picture 
virtually established a distinct new form of screen entertainment. It did 
not provide anything that called for the elim{fnation of the silent drama. 
That remains a separate and distinct art, and nothing that has been 
achieved in the talkies yet has indicated that the silent drama has been 
supplanted by anything better or more satisfactory 

The introducticn of sound effects does not in any way affect the silent 
drama. It mere'y provides an illustrative obbligato, as it were, for the 
silent action. This may or may not be an improvement, according to 
the skill with which the sound effects are achieved and reproduced. Dur- 
ing the past week I have heard some sound effects in some new pictures 
that were nothing short of hcrrible. Others I have heard were excellent, 
alike in quality and in illustrative values. 


Taken on the whole, the silent drama was a most entertaining thing, 
in many ways, even if it did nothing to cultivate or educate. There is 
plenty of room for silent as well as talking pictures. The arnazing 
farrago of ridiculous clamor with which the talkies have been pushed 
upon the public is largely responsible for their temporary prominence. 
If they are to stay, however, they will have to be improved a few hun- 
dred per cent in nearly every direction except photography. But they 
have at least achieved one thing: they have eliminated the criminal who 
used to read al) the titles aloud—not once, but twice and sometimes 
three times—with unholy glee. That is a real service rendered to the 
theater-going public—S. MORGAN-POWELL, in Montreal Star.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—Thru many 
dismal years the manufacturers of ma- 
chines operated by coins have plodded, 
always in hope that a day would come 
when they would be sitting on top 0 
the world. There is a lightening in the 
eastern sky of this industry which gives 
promise that soon they may say thru 
the official organ of their trade associa- 
tion, if they have such, “Came the 
dawn!" 

They have had their moments in the 
past, but they have only been moments. 
The gay promise of hopeful flickerings 
has waned under the oppression of & 
darkening cloud made up partly of lack 
of ingenuity in machines and partly of 
the stern hand of the law. Thuse earlier 
flickerings, tho, have all proved to be 
false dawns. 

But now the man who does not sigh 
or shout “This is a machine age!” at 
least 20 times a day is not to be found 
in a Sabbath day’s journey. The rumor 
that this is a machine age seems to have 
got around and all manner of machinery 
grinds away to prove it. 

It makes things a lot rosier for the 
makers of coin-operated machines—slot 
machines as we used to call them. A few 
years ago the slot machine was regarded 
as something for children and persons 
of relatively low intellect to amuse 
themselves with. 

Tt was not until 1919 that Uncle Sam 
thought it worth while to take a census 
of makers of slot machines. He found 
only a handful with a total output of 
but $1,646,231. But by 1927 it was dis- 
covered that machine age manners had 
changed so much that 41 manufacturers 
were in the business with an output of 
$7,058,921. The fresh census has not yet 
been made, but information in the hands 
of the Department of Commerce shows 
that some 150 firms are engaged in the 
manufacture of slot machines and that 
the value and volume of their product 
have increased even more rapidly than 
the numbers of the makers. 

The gum machine is one of the oldest 
and it was a money maker, too, for the 
owner or licensee. Indeed, many if not 
most. slot machines have been leased 
rather than sold to the local owners, This 
has been due to lack of confidence on 
the part of business men. A man patents 
® slot machine. He induces a manu- 
facturer to produce it. The machine is 
turned out all shiny and bright. But 
how can the pennies be collected? The 
machines have to be put somewhere. The 
problem was golved by getting dis-

tributors, local boys, who would accept 
the machines on a lease basis. 

The local distributor would arrange 
for the placing of machines in drug 
stores, railway stations—anywhere at all. 
The lease provided that the pennies 
should be collected periodically and that 
at each collection there should be a split, 
a sort of royalty. This has been the 
way most of them have been operated. 

There used to be more sorts of slot 
machines than there are now and, no 
doubt, some survivals are to be found 
in out-of-the-way places, standing next 
to cigar store Indians and similar com- 
pany. But they have to be sly about 
it. There were machines which showed 
still and moving pictures. You dropped 
a nickel in the slot and peered feverish- 
ly. You would see a prize fight or per- 
haps, if it were a place catering to the 
lower nature of man (or the artistio 
mature) according to the point of view, 
you could see a girl stepping on a street 
car with her skirt drawn half way up 
to her knee. These, obviously, had to be 
suppressed. 

But that type of thing is not sup- 
pressed in Havana or Paris. Indeed in 
the past the slot machine manufacturers 


of the United States have survived large- 
ly because they had a foreign market. In 
Paris, so liberal are the laws that you 
can put a sou in the slot and see a pic- 
ture of a girl getting on a street car with 
her skirt pulled all of the way up to her 
knee. 

Of course, Paris like the rest of the 
world has taken on a new interest in 
machines, and American manufacturers 
are reaping the benefits. They have not 
been slow to make hay while the sun 
shines. While the exports of coin-oper- 
ated machines for the second quarter of 
1929 showed an increase of 17 per cent in 
the number of machines over the first 
quarter, the increase in the value of the 
machines was 60 per cent. 

There are all sorts of slot machines 
for gambling. There are thousands in 
use in the United States, but periodical. 
ly local authorities confiscate them as 
gambling paraphernalia. Not so abroad, 
and gambling by machinery is increas- 
ing. 

The use of the slot machine in vend- 
ing is spreading to all manner of com- 
modities. In any hotel washroom one 
can put a coin in a slot and by pushing 
a plug receive a squirt of perfume and

Another man of more bitter tempera- 
ment comes along.

It 
doesn’t work. He pushes in another coin. 
He tries all the slots and, because the 
machine is jammed, he gets nothing. 
Then he kicks over the machine, causing 
as much breakage as possible. A new 
one must be ordered from the manu- 
facturers.—Bu/ffalo News.

assortment The bulldogging steers, 
brindle browns, pale reds, a few Spanish 
duns and some of them spotted after the 
fashion of old-time Texas longhorns 
came from the ranges of Chihuahua 
They are wide-antitered, keen-pointed 
brutes that weigh around 900 pounds 
and yield, if at all, but slowly to the

For Indianapolis 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 26—E. J. 
Barker, secretary-treasurer of the In- 
diana Board of Agriculture, said this 
week that it, is hoped that construction 
of a new grand stand at the Indiana 
State Fairgrounds can be accomplished 
before the 1930 fair. He asserted that 
the present stand is totally inadequate 
and that a new and larger one is the 
most imperative need at present of the 
fair board.

It was in the spring of 1928 that 
County Judge R. H. Williams and H. Ben 
Feinberg, of Pine Bluff, sat in adjacent 
chairs in a barber shop here, while bar- 
bers plied razors thru beards. 

A few days before Mr. Feinberg had 
called a meeting of the young business 
men of the city and emphatically and 
frankly declared in open meeting that 
“something’s got to be done. We have 
got to get somewhere.” 

The subject arose in the barber shop. 

Mr. Feinberg mentioned a fair as a 
means of bringing people and business 
to Pine Bluff 

“If you'll have a fair I'll give you 
$1,000," Judge Williams said, in the fa- 
miliar tone of authority with which he 
has directed the county's affairs thru so 
many heated battles. 


And with Judge Williams’ promise as a 
foundation, Ben Feinberg went to work. 


The following Sunday The Pine 
Bluff Graphic revealed that Judge 
Williams had suggested organization 
of a four-county fair association, 
with Jefferson, Cleveland, Lincoln 
and Grant counties embraced. He 
pointed out that the county bridge 
fund every year never was fully spent, 
and that money in this fund not ex- 
pended could be turned back to the gen- 
eral fund and from there allotted to aid 
pay for the fair—at least $1,000 of the 


balance. 

He and Mr. Feinberg visited the other 
three counties. Their proposals met with 
immediate favor. So the Four County 
Fair Association was formed, Judge Wil- 
liams as president: Mr. Feinberg, secre- 
tary, and each of the counties represent- 
ed with a vice-president and directors. 
It was planned to have county fairs in 
the individual counties, and combine 
them here the following week in a big 
fair, and then take the exhibits to the 
State fair. These plans were carried out. 

Last fall some 78,000 persons passed 
thru the turnstiles at the fairgrounds. 
Visitors came from many States and 
many cities to the fair. 


After the fair it was showed that in- 
stead of operating a deficit, as most 
fairs do--the Four County Fair was con- 
cluded with a balance in the bank— 
with properties on hand worth more 
money—and its goal achieved. 

Realizing that to make a success of a 
fair work must be started early, Judge 
Williams, Secretary Feinberg and the 
fair association began planning for the 
fair this year. 


The success of the 1928 exposition was 
60 marked and widespread that other 
counties began to talk about joining the 
association. At the end Drew County 
did join, and Bradley and others an- 
nounced intentions of seeking admit- 
tance next season. 


Then the association reorganized into 
the Five County Fair Association, Judge 
Williams and Secretary Feinberg were 
re-elected to their offices of president 
and secretary, respectively, and plans 
went ahead for this year’s fair, 


Plans Completed 
For Mid-Winter Fair 
In Harlingen, Tex.

HARLINGEN, Tex., Oct. 26.—A story 
of co-operation and progress in building 
the 1929 Valley Mid-Winter Fair will be 
unfolded by department chairmen at a 
banquet to be held here Monday night. 


The gathering will be attended by 
about 100 valley people, including news- 
papermen, Chamber of Commerce secre- 
taries and the chairmen of all depart- 
ments of the Valley Fair. 

The chairman of each department will 
be asked to make a short talk explain- 
ing the progress that has resulted from 
the efforts of Valley people in building 
the 1929 exposition into the greatest in 
the history of the Valley. 

With only one month left before the 
opening of the Valley Fair, on November 
26, the fair is at present in a much 
more advanced stage than it has ever 
been in the past.

Most of these communities 
have been working for several months 
securing produce to go into the exhibits, 
according to J. E. Clark, of La Feria, 
department chairman. The prizes in 
the community exhibit have been in- 
creased in order to arouse more interest, 
and the response has been satisfactory. 


The early and superior quality citrus 
fruit in the Valley this year assures 4 
much larger and more interesting citrus 
exhibit, according to M. T. Wiley, of 
La Feria, chairman of this departmnt. 


Sam Botts, president of the Fair Asso- 
ciation, and John T. Floore, manager, 
will tell briefly the progress that has ~* 
been made in general. Mr. Floore wil! 
explain the many attractions of superior 
merit which have been signed for this 
year, and will outline the work of the 
organization in building the exposition 
to its present point. 

“We will all find out about the other 
man’s department in the fair at the 
meeting,” Mr. Floore said. “This is going 
to be the greatest exposition in the his- 
tory of the Valley, and we want to get 
together and check up on progress and 
see what remains to be done.”

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Conditions in the South 
By FLETCHER SMITH 


Years ago when the circus made its 
annual visits to the South it was in a 
nature of a holiday for whites and 
blacks alike. When the corn likker 
flowed like water and the mountaineer 
could get filled up and make life 
miserable for the circus man, it was 4 
case of constant battle and trouble every 
day. Business in those days, however, 
compensated for all of the trouble it 
created. The circus mopped up, and so 
did the gangs that followed it and 
trimmed the colored folks. 

What a change in the South today! 
Circus day at the present time means 
no more to the Southern folks and cre- 
ates no more interest or excitement than 
the advent in their midst of a high 
pitch man or a traveling evangelist. 
Even the colored folks have lost their 
interest in the coming of the circus, and 
gone is the old snack stand with its fried 
chicken and barbecued shoat. Either the 
colored folks have not the money to 
purchase the necessary supplies, or they 
have sized up the situation and have de- 
cided that the income would not war- 
rant the expense. At any rate there are 
this season mighty few of the old stands 
in any place the writer has visited in 
ih South this season. In most places 
none at all. Nor is the colored popula- 
tion turning out as it did in former 
years. It may be that they are short of 
money; more likely it is they have lost 
interest in the circus and are spending 
their money for radios or installment 
automobiles. 

A peculiar condition exists in Georgia 
this fall. Florida is all shot as far as 
circuses are concerned owing to the 
Mediterranean fly invasion and the sub- 
sequent destroyment of the citrus crop. 
Shows that had laid out routes in that 
State promptly canceled, and only a few 
of the big cities got a show at all. The 
colored minstrel shows are a good 
barometer to go by. There is not one 
in Georgia this fall, altho word has 
been broadcast that millions of dollars 
alone have been paid out for tobacco. 
This is a fact at that and more than 
$6,000,000 has been paid and all of th= 
crop marketed and shipped from the 
warehouses in Southern Georgia But 
the farmer did not get much of this 
money for the following reasons: When 
the boll weevil threatened to put an end 
to the cotton crops in this section some 
wise heads turned to the raising of 
tobacco. They sent to North Carolina 
and secured experienced tobacco raisers 
to move to South Georgia and put in the 
first crops. The farmers did not have 
the necessary money to switch from cot- 
ton to tobacco and so the banks financed 
them. Most every farmer was in debt to 
the banks and the money that was paid 
for their crops went mostly to pay up 
their indebtedness. The colored man 
reaped little benefit from the tobacco 
crop, his sole income being from picking 
what little cotton was raised in this sec- 
tion. Hearing of the big crops and the 
big money paid out circuses made a rush 
for. this section, and two of them are 
now in this section and having it all 
to themselves. 


Fire Destroys Sheds 
At Walla Walla Fair 


WALLA WALLA, Wash., Oct. 26.—Fire 
destroyed two stock exhibition sheds at 
the Walla Walla County Fairgrounds, loss 
being upwards of $5,000. This is the 
second time the sheds were destroyed by 
fire within the last two years. A cigaret 
is believed to have been the cause. They 
will be rebuilt.

Class Archery Ranges 
As Shooting Galleries; 
Escape Amusement Tax 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.— Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Francis H. Stephens, 
to whom many knotty points of the mu- 
nicipal law are referred, has come to 
the conclusion that archery is not an 
amusement, much to the amusement of 
the Wolverine Archery Company, which 
maintains two archeries in Washington, 
one on New York avenue between 14th 
and 15th streets, and the other on Ninth 

. street. 

Had Stephens decided that archery was 
an amusement, the Wolverine Company 
would have to pay $100 a year in license 
fees. By classifying it as a shooting gal- 
lery, however, the license fee required is 
only $12. 

Wade Coombs, district superintendent 
of licenses, first raised the point when 
he sought to assess the archeries a $100 
license fee on the ground that they were 
“amusements”. The archery proprietors, 
however, insisted that they were shoot- 
ing galleries, and brought in the law to 
prove it. 

“The word ‘shoot’ means to let flv, 
or caused to be driven with force, as an 
arrow, bullet, or other missiles, from a 
bow, sling, gun or the like,” the Wolver- 
ine people insisted, quoting from a de- 
cision in an Oklahoma court. 

Stephens examined the argument and 
found it reasonable. “I am inclined to 
think that archery is fairly classified as 
a shooting gallery,” he wrote. “Certain- 
ly its resemblance to a shooting gallery, 
where firearms are used, is so close as to 
cause favorable consideration. In the 
case of any doubt upon the subject, the 
doubt should be reselved in favor of the 
taxpayer, and not against. 

“There does not seem to be any good 
reason why the amusement of shooting 
at a target with a bow and arrow should 
pay a tax eight and one-half times as 
great as shooting with rifle or revolver.”

to have Labor Day postponed till the last 
week in September: 

“My dear Al: 

“Eugene Pearce wrote Me saying he 
had also communicated with you and 
Mr. Donovan re the advisory board 
recommending some action be taken on 
changing Labor Day from the first Mon- 
day in September to the last Monday. 

“I have been quietly working on this 
for some time in the States of the New 
England Amusement Men’s Association, 
where hotel men have already figured on 
this change, which would mean an ad- 
ditional revenue to New England of more 
than $100,000,000. ‘The Massachusetts 
Hotel Association had its attorney, 
Louis Green, put thru a resolution at 
the convention of the American Hotel 
Association about two weeks ago, which 
was indorsed by the American Hotel As- 
sociation, which is as follows: 

WHEREAS, It has been a long established 
practice for public schools generally as dis- 
tinguished from private schools and colleges 
to open the week after Labor Day and as a 
result thereof for tourists and vacationists 
to return to their homes immediately after 
said holiday irrespective of ideal September 
weather conditions, and, 

WHEREAS, This situation is not for the 
best interest of said public and those whose 
business it is to cater to its needs and en- 
joyment, 

RESOLVED, That the American Hotel Asso- 
ciation record its approval of a plan to 
establish the third Monday in September as 
Labor Day and to seek all possible support 
to secure legislation in the several States to 
that end 

“While opposition might be expected 
from educational heads, particularly 
those relating to public schools, I feel 
that the Nationa] Association should not 
only support, but indorse this movement 
at our convention in December, and 


then the New England men can later 
take the matter up to work in harmony 
with the National Association and do all 
possible for their section of the country. 

“I also feel that the National Associa- 
tion and the New England Association 
should officially get in touch with labor 
officials of American Federation of La- 
bor with a view to securing their co-op- 
eration, as this is a tremendous propo- 
sition, and it is not going to be an easy 
task. I feel that the demand for this 
is spreading rapidly, as where we once 
had a wonderful June we now have a 
more glorious September. 

“Private schools and colleges do not 
open until the latter part of September 
and the change is beneficial to every 
line of business, especially steam and 
electric railways; in fact, all transporta- 
tion companies. I would recommend 
that our association try to secure the 
co-operation of Paul Shoup, president of 
the American Electric Railway Associa- 
tion, who is with the Southern Pacific 
System in San Francisco. 


“Already editorials have appeared in 
the Boston papers and in The Hotel and 
Travel News, of Boston, and I am writing 
today to my friends asking their co-op- 
eration, and am asking Rex Billings if 
he cannot bring this matter up for dis- 
cussion on our program. 

“Have communicated with Len Schloss 
in Washington; James Donovan, of Law- 
rence, Mass., as well as Hon. Andrew 
Casassa, mayor of Revere and president 
of the New England Amusement Men's 
Association. 

“Labor Day comes so quickly on the 
heels of the usual summer vacation that 
it seems to me most labor people would 
favor such a movement in order to have 
a little later holiday at the end of the 
month before they really settle down to 
winter work. Also, where daylight sav- 
ing time is used and does not change 
until the last Sunday in September, this 
should aid in some degree our problem 
in changing this holiday.” 


Columbia Park 
Making Changes 


NORTH BERGEN, N. J., Oct. 26. 
Customary with its policy, Columbia 
Amusement Park will make some worth- 
while improvements to the plant this 
winter, including the erection of a mod- 
ern free-act stage with dressing rooms 
and other conveniences for the perform- 
ers. A band shell will be added, and 
an orthophonic victrola will be installed 
The outdoor arena, where the acts hold 
forth, will be reconstructed and seating 
accommodations for 3,500 provided, ac- 
cording to O. Aeschbach, president and 
general manger of the park.

Manager Aeschbach expects to attend 
the N. A. A. P. convention in Chicago 
accompanied by some of his associates.

NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—Harry C. Baker, 
popular and progressive head of the firm 
of park engineers bearing his name, has 
returned to the metropolis after an ex- 
tensive four-week business trip thru the 
South and West, where he obtained first- 
hand information regarding conditions 
allied with the park industry. 


Baker, who feels optimistic over his 
trip, stopped in Memphis for 10 days 
and inspected his various interests at 
the Tri-State Fair. He also spent a few 
days in Birmingham and other points 
in the South and Southwest, where he 
entered into negotiations for the build- 
ing of rides and amusement parks, and 
expects to consummate the contracts in 
a short time, he informed The Billboard. 

The outlook for the construction of 
rides and amusement parks is exception- 
ally bright for the Baker firm, and, if 
the advance indications are taken as a 
criterion, 1930 should be a banner season 
for the Baker interests.

On Thrill Rides 


By GEORGE STARK 


No other type of amusement device 
has been given the thought and 
called out the inventive ingenuity 
as the _ coaster The speed has 
been increased, they have been built 
higher Dips, short snappy summits, 
aeroplane dips, camel’s backs, reverse 
curves and other thrills, frills, etc., have 
been incorporated until it is extremely 
doubtful if the originator of the gravity 
ride could be induced to take a ride on 
one of the modern types of this king 
of all amusement devices. 


We have eliminated the possibility of 
the cars leaving the track, structure de- 
sign has been improved until this ele- 
ment of danger has been removed, safety 
chain rachets prevent the chain from 
rolling down the incline like an ava- 
lanche of steel, ratchets on the incline 


and summits prevent the cars from 
racing backwards down the incline or 
into the dips when prevented from 


“makine” the summit by high winds or 
other causes, automatic signals prevent 
the operator from sending out a train 
before the other one is in the clear— 
but, until something to prevent the 


into the ride, the greater the number of 
accidents. 


This demand for thrill and sensation 
has forced the designers of coasters to 
continue to add them until it seems the 
risine generation will balk at nothing. 
It is generally conceded that if the pa- 
trons can be prevented from standing up, 


most accidents will be prevented. In 
other words if the patron remains in 
the car he will always return to the 
loading station. 


This question has been discussed and 
avitated lately and it has been generally 
conceded that something must be done. 
In fact, public liability insurance com- 
panies are now asking that some ef- 
cient means be added, not only to new 
rides, but to those in operation, to ef- 
fectively hold the patrons in the seat 
and assure that element of safety re- 
quired of all public carriers. 


Realizing the importance of and the 
demand for such a safety device the 
Dayton Funhouse & Riding Device Man- 
ufacturing Company designed, built and 
placed in operation at Forest Park, Day- 
ton, a lap rail, and. altho the coaster 
has hauled a million people in the last 
two seasons, there has not been an ac- 
cident on the ride. Officials of insur- 
ance companies have expressed them- 
selves as being very favorably impressed 
with the safety lap rails made by the 
above company. Coaster owners should 
arrange to equip their ride with some 
device, at least equally as efficient, if 
they are to afford their patrons the 
safety ‘and protection due them. 


The safety lap rails are simple in 
construction, positive in action, easy to 
operate, sturdily built and moderate in 
price. All that are interested in the 
operation of coasters should give this 
matter serious consideration before open- 
ing next season.

“The business is not progressing as it 
should. For several years I have har- 
bored the idea that I would like to start 
some such organizaticn, and now I am 
On the verge of going into it head over 
heels. My plan is to interest rink men 
in an organization that will bend every 
effort to raise the game to the level 
that it should enjoy. The first step 
in this direction would be to carry on 
@ national advertising campaign, ac- 
quainting the public with the benefits 
to be derived from skating, and to the 
fact that any rink listed as a member 
of the Associated Roller Rinks of America 
can be looked upon as a rink that its 
furnishing a clean, healthful, entertain- 
ing exercise. Of course, every rink that 
is a member will be mentioned by name 
and location. I might say that every 
rink applying for membership must 
bear a rigid investigation, as will all 
emplayees. I am not going into this 
thing for the sole purpose of making 
meney, for I doubt if I can enrol! enough 
rink men at the start to cover expenses, 
but I am willing to take that chance. I 
have broached this subject to several 
rink men in C’eveland and Northern Ohio 
and they all seem to be in favor of it. 
I really think that the business needs 
some kind of help at this time, and the 
best help managers can receive is to help 
themselves by grouping together. This 
idea is nothing new in amusements, for 
theaters, dance halls, musicians and 
parks all have their organizations. For 
the last 10 years Fitzgerald has been 
interested in roller skating, first in the 
capacity cf patron, then instructor, later 
aS floor manager and still later as rink 
manager. 

THE PRINCESS “RINK, Maysville, Ky., 
built, owned and operated by Mike 
Brown, as been torn down.

Gentry Bros.’ Circus 
In Hands of Receiver 


The Gentry Bros.’ Circus closed at 
Paris, Tenn., October 23 on account of 
bad business and inclement weather. 
Howard King, manager, made every cf- 
fort to keep the show moving, but was 
unable, it is said, to meet transporta- 
tion costs out of Paris. 

The troubles of the Gentry Show 
started last fall in a very disastrous tour 
thru the Carolinas, where the show lost 
heavily, and after wintering at Dayton, 
O., took the road, severely handicapped, 
it is said, by lack of operating capital 


The show experienced bad weather and 
unfavorable conditions in its tour thru 
the New England States and was finally 
closed at Paris. 

The stock and animals have been 
moved to the fairgrounds at Paris, Wal- 
ter Harvey being appointed receiver, with 
Lewis & Rose, attorneys. The eourt 
has authorized the receiver to sell this 
property to the highest bidder, subject 
to the court’s approval. 

The receiver reports that all stock, 
animals and equipment are in excellent 
condition. 


Ringling-Stadium 
Rumors Are Denied 


CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—Stories published 
this week (not in The Billboard) to the 
effect that John Ringling had bought 
into the Chicago Stadium Corporation 
are characterized as untrue by both 
Ringling and Stadium officials. 

Queried by a Billboard representative, 
Sidney Strotz, of the Stadium corpora- 
tion, declared there was nothing to the 
published stories and that Ringling had 
not bought stock in the corporation. 
And George Meighan, general represen- 
tative of John Ringling, stated that in- 
sofar as he knew Mr. Ringling had 
bought no interest in the Stadium. 

A meeting of Stadium directors was to 
have been held on Thursday of this 
week, but owing to the stock market 
turmoil the meeting was postponed. It 
probably will be held Monday. 


Permanent Circuses 


To Be Next Thing 


CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—If plans now be- 
ing considered by several circus and busi- 
ness men materialize, the next important 
development in the circus wor!'d will be 
the establishment of permanent circuses 
in several of the larger cities. 

“It may sound chimerical now,” one of 
the men interested told a Billboard rep- 
resentative, ‘“‘but mark my word, it will 
be a reality in three or four years, may- 
be sooner.” 

This man, who for obvious reasons 
prefers to keep his identity secret, states 
that he has made a careful survey of the 
possibilities of a city circus circuit, and 
has reached the conclusion that it would 
be welccmed by the public, and would 
pay a handsome return on the invest- 
ment. The idea wou'd be to establish a 
show on somewhat similar lines to the 
permanent circuses of Perlin, Vienna and 
other European cities, with such changes 
as would adapt them to American tastes 
Pittsburgh, Cleveland, Detroit, Chicago, 
St. Louis, Kansas City and Milwaukee are 
among the cities considered. 

“In some of these cities it probably 
would be possible to obtain the use of 
buildings already constructed,” said The 
Billboard’s informant, “but if the idea 
proves workable, new buildings no doubt 
would be built expressly for the circus. 
This would mean the investment of large 
sums, but I have no doubt they weuld 
be forthcoming. It would not be at all 
surprising to see a building rise right 
here in Chicago within the coming three 
years that will surpass any auditorium 
in the country.” 

Reminded that no circus could obtain 
sufficient patronage to make it a paying 
proposition if the same show were pre- 
sented for an indefinite time, he said the 
Plan would be to have a partial or com- 
plete change of program frequently, in- 
terchanging the acts among the various 
cities, or, pe“haps, sotating them in regu- 
lar order.

The first three days the 
Danbury Fair the boys were dding a 
marathon, chasing the fair officigls all 
over the grounds, trying to equard mat- 
ters, but it was like rain hitting a ,uck’s 
Al explained a funny incident 
that happened: “Young Goldie, who 
works snake oil, got in the entire ,week, 
except the closing day, when the strong 
arm of the law closed in on him for ex- 
hibiting a poor, unsophisticated snake. 
A State law of Connecticut prohibits the 
exhibition of snakes. I guess it comes 
under the heading of cruelty to animals.” 


TEN YEARS ON THE ROAD e6o0n- 
tinuously, pitching every form of mer- 
chandise, qualifies A. W. Dittman, in 
his cpinion, to give some advice to pitch- 
men who need it. “This is my, first 
pipe,” he sheots, “and it may be my last 
I meet a lot of so-called pitchmen who 
are always knocking other pitchmen or 
jamming their own goods. I find many 
towns closed by this class of pitc&man. 
They were allowed to work with the 
uncerstanding that they worked clean. 
I have talked to a lot of the lawmakers 
and Officials in these towns. One told 
me: ‘We had a man selling on the street 
here and he knocked the local mer- 
chants.’ Another told me: ‘A pitchman 
we let work here left the street dirty 
and littered with trash and paper.’ 
Now, I have seen with my own eyes other 
so-called pitchmen, drunk or drinking 
in public while working. Nothing is 
mere disgusting to the natives. If this 
class of pitchmen would work clean, quit 
knocking and attend to their business 
the pitch racket would be o. K. every- 
where. I am for the man who can get 
the dollars, straight pitch or jam, but 
who knows how to operate. I was in 
Dallas last week hiring crews and work- 
ing pens and razors in drug stores. 
While there I spent a part of the, time 
in the Universal Labcratories and found 
a fine bunch of people. Mr. Goodyear, 
Mr. Bennett, advertising man, 
and Mrs. Sorrells, secretary, are courteous 
and obliging. Make you feel at home 
and give you service. I enjoyed the 
visit They have about 30 employees. 
Now, I would like to say to all pitchmen. 
Work clean, be clean. Decn't talk so 
much to strangers telling them your 
business in these towns. Don't knock. 
Be a booster. Be a man for the sake of 
all road people., We are all in the same 
boat, trying to make a living. Shoot 
square and you'll get along.” 


SELFISHNESS of small merchants of 
Freeport, Ill, who recently started a 
campaign against pitchmen and outdoor 
salesmen in general is the subject of a 
pipe from A. J. Lillendahl, who sends in 
a clipping from The Freeport Journal- 
Standard bearing on the controversy. 
The article clipped is a communication 
to the editor signed “Taxpayer.” Com- 
menting, Lillendah! says: “Altho I am 
not in the pitching profession, I think 
this is a good article. It is evident that 
some man with a tripod recently got a 
few dollars in Freeport that stirred up 
this narrcw-minded merchant ‘Taxpayer’ 
refers to. The answer is what I call 
clever. And this is a town of 22,000. 
The ‘Taxpayer’ article reads: ‘The article 
entitled Paradise of Peddlers and signed 
“Local Pessimists" which appeared in 
your issue of September 26 would be 
humorous if it did not evidence a real 
tragedy. The author of this article is 
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the type of person who fears the com- 
petition of*a peddler, who deplcres the 
few dollars the man with a pack takes 
out of Freeport, but who thinks it fine 
for our city to have its waterworks, its 
telephone service, its light and power 
plant all owned by foreign capital, who 
take out of our cctnmunity thousands 
upon thousands of dollars every year to 
be spent in distant parts. He is the 
same type that will applaud the sale of 
our banks to some giant holding cor- 
poration which will suck the credit of 
Freeport to the East for market specula- 
tion and the development of the chain 
system in all its branches. He can see 
a few dollars go to a peddler selling his 
wares On small margins, but he cannot 
see the hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars lost to us by foreign control of 
our public utilities and other necessary 
community enterprises. “Local pes- 
simists” strain at a gnat and swallow a 
camel’” 


HEALY AND BIGELOW, regarded by 
many cldtimers as the greatest medicine 
showmen of all time, have long ago 
passed over the river, but the names of 
these impresarios of the med. racket are 
more familiar today to pitchmen the 
world over than any other names in 
Pitchdom. Healy and Bigelow were first 
to operate med. shows cn a big scale. 
Veterans of the game assert that at one 
time there were more than 100 Healy and 
Bigelow shows operating in the United 
States and Canada, owned and under the 
general management of the firm. Frank 
H. Carr, nephew of William Bigelow, who 
recently passed his 76th year, is Now a 
resident of St. Sophia's Home for the 
Aged, Richmend, Va., having lost the use 
of his legs. His attention being attracted 
to a magazine article published recently, 
dealing with the American medicine 
show and its history, Carr is moved to 
indite the following interesting story of 
his own connection with the Healy and 
Bigelow concern: “Reading this magazine 
article, I was treated to a huge feast of 
truth, mixed with a certain amount of 
fiction. Every once in a while there will 
bob up somebody with a line or two 
mention of the old Healy and Bigelow 
Sagwa Company. Here goes for a little 
history on Healy and Bigelow: Bigelow 
was born in Worcester, Mass.; Healy in 
New Haven, Conn. The writer of this, 
Healy’s nephew, was born in New Haven, 
in Hegly’s father’s house. After the 
Civil War, Healy, who had taken a com- 
mercial course, clerked for his father a 
few months, then went on the road sell- 
ing a cleansing cream. I put out the 
first bills for him. Later he was putting 
up a liniment called King’s Immediate 
Relief. I will skip over the years he was 
in the show business, and skip his liver- 
pad business, and come down to Sagwa. 
They opened in Providence, R. I., in 
1881. They worked from a platform on 
Randall square, and put up the med. 
in a little store on North Main street. 
They had a boy to run the store; no 
chemist. I had joined them in Septem- 
ber, 1880. I was the first white man 
with the Healy and Bigelow outfit. There 
were nine Canadian Indians. The next 
white man to join us was Donald McKay, 
with hf wife and their daughter, Minnie. 
Another white man to join was Robert 
E. Fentobd. a singer, who afterwards be- 
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came a first-rate salesman. We went 
into halls that winter, playing Taunton, 
Fall River, New Bedford and Brockton. 
We opened at the Park Square Garden, 
Boston, in-the spring of 1882. In the 
fall of that same year we opened in New 
York at the old Aquarium, 35th and 
Broadway. From the Aquarium the shcw 
went, in the spring of '83, over to Brook- 
lyn, under canvas, not to Philadelphia, 
with the whole outfit. Healy arid Bige- 
low were the sole owners, but in Brook- 
lyn, W. C. Coup, the circus Owner, ac- 
quired an interest in that one show. I 
had the right to buy and sell the H. and 
B. remedies, and could have called myself 
a partner. But Healy and Bigelow had 
no partner, in fact. The writer of the 
magazine article referred to did not 
know, he said, how they got the name 
Sagva. In the spring of 1880 I met Kit 
Carson, Jr., and Yellowstone Grant, at 
Danville, Va. They were selling in a dry 
form Indian Sagwa. Bigelow was with 
Kit Carson later on, and when Carson 
died in Texas, Bigelow threw in with 
Healy. Healy then put up the medicine 
in liquid form. It was inaccurately 
stated in the story I read that the only 
known pictures extant today of a Kicka- 
poo camp were thise printed in the maga- 
zine, a tepee, platform and two squaws. 
Well, all of the real oldtimers who were 
of the Kickapoo shows in 1881 are about 
gone, making way for the younger gen- 
eration.” 


S. A. (SHORTY) SWANSON, of Los 
Angeles, was seriously ill for a week or 
10 days in the middle of, September 
Tom Kennedy, who was with Shorty 
when he collapsed, pipes from Indian- 
apolis: “Swanson and myself were head- 
ed for the Dallas Fair after loading up 
with razors, supers, pearls, pipes, pokes 
and other plunder aplenty. Severa) 
weeks ago, while we were working the 
fair at Clarksburg, W. Va., Shorty con- 
tracted a severe cold and intéstinal 
trouble developed after he reached here. 
He collapsed in the hotel lobby and has 
been since under the doctor’s care. He 
is now on the road to recovery. In all 
probability we will continue on south 
next week. I found Dayton, O, this 
trip, to be n. g. It has been hammered 
with everything, so I didn’t make much 
of an effort there. The Chamber of 
Commerce in that city has gone so far 
as to broadcast a request over the radio 
to the natives to not purchase anything 
sold by street salesmen or demonstrators 
operating along what is called Fakers’ 
Row, the block on Main street, between 
Fourth and Fifth, in front of the old 
Masonic Temnvle, where 11 pitchmen were 
working last Saturday. Chief among 
them was Dr. Tisha Bhutia from India. 
A certain parking lot in Cleveland, near 
Hotel Hollenden, where the boys have 
been working the last few months, is 
new closed on account of a few busi- 
ness men. The day we arrived Claude 
Williams, with soap, and another fellow 
with jumping beans were taken off the 
let by an inspector of police and warned 
against cpening up again. I called on 
this official at headquarters the follow- 
ing morning. He is Inspector Nevell. 
The inspector assumed a belligerent at- 
titude when I stated my business I 
didn't work the lot, anyway, but could 
have done it by engaging a lawyer. I 
didn’t consider it worth the expense. 
Certainly the inspector was overstepping 
his authority. Williams went to Akron, 
where I met him again a few days later. 
Dayton is not the only city to rap the 
pitchman over the radio. The same 
thing was done in Cleveland, calling 
attention to those who were operating 
on the lot near Hollenden. All of which 
may have been the cause of the in- 
spector’s attitude toward us. Anyway, 
it’s a great life if you don’t weaken. 
To Mr. and Mrs. J J. (Tex) Stroud: Re- 
ceived your welcome letter and wrote 
you at Cincinnati. Be assured of my 
best wishes always.”

Closing of Coleman Circus

by John Pluto the last of July, and from 
the day of its opening in Hudson, Mich., 
August 3, it never had a winning day. 
It was closed by the trustees in Sun- 
bright, Tenn., September 30, and move 
to Oneida, Tenn., where it now is waiting 
for the courts to settle claims against it. 
From the day it opened until it closed, it 
never had a chance. Some of the folks 
say it had a jinx on it, some say it was 
mismanagement, some say it was not 
billed properly, but personally I think 
that it was just one of the shows that 
was never intended to make money. 

In the first place, there was not one 
colored person connected with it; it never 
had a drunk on the lot, it never had a 
real game of chante among its own peo- 
ple, and last, but not least, it opened in 
dry weather and closed wet. For six 
weeks it moved along fine, making jumps 
from 8 miles to 150 miles, and it lost but 
one day. 

This little show had as nice a per- 
formance as one would want to see, and 
there were some 40-odd people connected 
with it. John Pluto was owner and man- 
ager; Jack LeBair, superintendent; his 
wife, Lois, chef; Ralph Duval, superin- 
tencent of animals, and worked Miss 
Virginia, the elephant; Robert Denmead 
was secretary; Lloyd Stoltz, bandmaster; 
also George Delaney. We had some geal 
acvance people on this show. The writer 
was general agent awhile. Was replaced 
by Harry Oliver, and he in turn was re- 
placed by Jack LeBlair. We had as bill- 
posters Art Caron and C. A. Blue. Emmet 
Jones was on lithos. We had Sy Harris 
with us as side-show manager and on 
reserved seats. He also worked with 
Claude Jarbo on candy stands. Mrs. 
Jarbo was in the side show and made 
spec. Betty Western was in the side 
show and Mr. Pluto's private secretary. 
Johnstcn, the magician, was with us, and 
Frank Lazell and family. In clown alley 
we had O. B. Boes and Roy Burke. For 
some weeks we had Col. Drako and his 
famous dogs. The Lerches were with 
us, as well as Estelle Duvall, work- 
ing dogs and do‘ng swinging ladder. 
This little show had a spec. In the title 
role was Cliff LaVerne. A great deal of 
our show was done by dogs and ponies, 
and the entire performance ran about 
1 hour and 20 minutes.

Total 
receipts for the year were $92,271, and 
expenses $77,018 Attendance of the 
year was 88,778, and the financial re- 
ceipts from this big gate establishes the 
current year as one of the most success- 
ful in the organization's history. Im- 
provements during the year totaled 
$27,231,

Receipts Drop 


Poorest Attendance in 10 
Years—Fuller Makes 
Report ) 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 26.—Total re- 
ceipts of the 1929 Mid-South Fair from 
all sources were $125,135.81, a net de- 
crease Of $25.648.13 under the total re- 
ceipts for 1928, according to the report 
presented by Secretdry-Manager Frank 
D. Fuller to the fair directors at the 
annual meeting held at the Hotel Gay- 
oso. 


Mr. Fuller's report showed that admis- 
sions, including gate receipts, season 
tickets, merchants’ tickets, thrift tickets, 
special admissions, season auto tickets 
and grand stand reached a total of 
$51,092.04. This was $23,219.15 below 
last year. Receipts from concessions, 
fair privileges, midway percentages 
and device percentages amounted to 
$29,319.03, a decrease of $5,693.67. 


Receipts from exhibit space were 
higher than in 1928, amounting to 
$10,270, an increase of $2,990.85. Entrance 
fees for live stock, poultry and racing 
reached a total of $3,936.25, an increase 
of $433.25. 

Appropriations and donations amount- 
ed to $13,600, of whith $13,500 was from 
the State of Tennessee. The total was 
$100 below last year. 


An increase of $660.35 was shown in 
the park account, the net revenue of 
which amounted to $13,217.39. Rents, 
privileges and sales showed an increase 
of $600.94, amounting to $3,701.10. 

The total receipts of $125,135.81 were 
$5,814.19 short of the budget set for the 
fair expenditures which was originally 
fixed at $126,950, with an added item of 
4.000 bringing the total to $130,950. 


Paid attendance at the 1929 fair was 
the smallest in 10 years, Mr. Puller 
stated.

What a 10-Cent Cigar Did 


ACK in the old Florence Bulletin 

days—and that was long ago—the 

Ringling Circus came to the county 
seat.

He 
gave ussthe money and the tickets and 
then insisted on going downtown to the 
drug store and buying us a cigar. It so 
happened there was only one box of 
10-cent cigars on sale in the county seat 
at the time. There was no call for them 
and only an occasional vender carried 
them. We had to tratpse all ver town 
to find that box. We kept insisting 
that a 5-cent cigar was plenty good 
enough, but Mr. Ringling wouldn't have 
it that way. He said when he bought a 
cigar for a newspaperman he bought a 
good one. When we finally located the 
box of 10-centers Mr. Ringling didn’t 
buy just two cigars, either; he bought 
three. The incident caused quite a 
sensation in the little town. 

Well, sir, after that you couldn’t have 
killed our partisanship for Ringling'’s 
show with prussic acid. We went right 
along thru the years, being one of its 
stanchest friends and supporters. The 
10-cent cigar did the trick; a 5-center 
wouldn't have moved us 

Of course, in one way it was a bad 
thing for us. We never smoked 5-cent 
cigars much afterward. Sometimes we'd 
take one with a candidate. But we no 
longer liked 5-cent cignrs and frankly 
said so. When we bought our own It 
was a 10-center or nothing.
